Many of us, but not all, strongly oppose the closing 
of the baths. However, there have been some ir- 
responsible and reprehensible acts which do more 
damage to our lesbian/gay community than the will- 
ingness of some dedicated and committed leaders’ 
efforts to close the baths. 

All those listed in Paul Lorch’s April 5th editorial 
in the B.A.R., have contributed much to our com- 
munity. The doctors have been in the forefront pro- 
viding the best possible medical care for people with 
AIDS and AIDS related diseases. The political 
leaders have been in the forefront in successfully 
lobbying the various federal/state/city governments 
to respond to this crisis. Larry Littlejohn has forced 
the lesbian/gay community to be more responsive 
than in the past two years. Of course, the San Fran- 
cisco AIDS Foundation with the cooperation of the 
bathhouse owners has been already moving to 
resolve the issue and had the lesbian/gay communi- 
ty been communicating, maybe this initiative effort 
would not have happened at all. But the point is that 
there are some ‘‘lesbian/gay community leaders”’ 
who would dismantle, abuse, slander and invalidate 
the positive, constructive efforts of many who have 
a different view. 

Too much time has been wasted on playing ‘king 
of the mountain’’ with all the pushing and shoving 
of small children. When are we going to support one 
another and allow different points of view? We 
strongly believe that those who urged Dr. Silverman 
to close the baths were not malicious in intent nor 
careless with their decision. When can we, aS acom- 
munity, acknowledge the accomplishments of 
various leaders and allow more workers and leaders 
to help with all the important tasks that cannot be 
done by just one person? We wish the community 
would spend more time and effort to work together 
and forget the backstabbing which comes from an 
immature fear that someone else will do more or 
receive more acknkowledgement. QUIT FIGHTING

Dyke Graffiti in Dolores Park 

One of my first thoughts when | saw the graffiti in 
Dolores Park (‘‘CASTRATE ALL MEN,” “JOIN THE 
CASTRATION CLUB,” “WATCH OUT FOR THE 
WOMEN!’’—all signed by the double women's 
symbol) was that this was the work of the FBI. But 
possibly it is the work of righteously angry women 
who feel a need to stop patriarchal violence. In that 
case, | urge them to re-think the problem and its 
solution. 

Men are not the enemy, any more than white peo- 
ple are, although men—like white people—do have 
real power and privilege in a class society held 
together by racism and sexism. But the enemy is 
the system, not the people corrupted by it, most of 
whom are also its victims. 

Dolores Park, located in San Francisco's Mission 
District, is a hangout for Latino people, including 
men and boys. Certainly Latino people are among 
the foremost victims of our society. This land we live 
on was, after all, stolen from Mexico in the 1800's. 
Chicano/Mexicanos are systematically deported as 
“illegal aliens.’ All Latino peoples are denied de- 
cent jobs, education, housing, healthcare, and are 
the targets of Police and Klan violence and racist 
attitudes. Many Latino peoples in San Francisco are 
here because they are fleeing from brutal and 
repressive regimes backed by our government, or 
from poverty created by U.S. economic exploitation 
of their countries. 

To advocate the castration of men ina place fre- 
quented largely by Latino men is racism, not an 
answer to violence against women. The solution to 
sexism is not to take away men’s sexual or 
reproductive capacity, which is a natural and 
beautiful part of life (and I’m a lesbian). The solution 
is to fight for a different social structure that will em- 
power women—and not only women, but Latino 
men as well. A social structure that will not be bas- 
ed on racism and sexism. Doing this will require uni- 
ty and a willingness on the part of a// of us to look 
beyond our own experiences of oppression to the 
larger picture. If we don't do this, we can write angry 
graffiti and terrorize individual men until hell freezes 
over without accomplishing a single thing for the 
real liberation of women., 

Patriarchy does not exist in isolation. It is inter- 
woven with imperialism, colonialism, and capitalism: 
worldwide systems of Death and Oppression. 
Women are not the only victims of these systems. 
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Within this complex picture, all of us are set up to 
fight against each other, rather than against the 
system as a whole. And whoever wrote these 
slogans was, wittingly or unwittingly, playing right 
into the Enemy’s hand.

Indulgence of San Francisco: 

While the Imperial Courts of Southern California 
acknowledge and commend the outstanding pro- 
ductive fundraising record of the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence in fields of social service and health, 
we feel we must take a stand concerning the 
damage being done nationally by the ‘‘Sisters’’ in 
the political and civil rights areas on behalf of the 
gay and lesbian community. 

Recently after the release of Dan White and the 
Governor's veto of AB-1, various ‘‘Sisters’’ were in- 
terviewed by national news networks in their ‘‘drag 
attire’ and were acknowledged as ‘‘gay activists” 
and ‘‘spokespersons.”’ These are just some of the 
examples of continuing media exposure of the 
‘Sisters’ in relation to serious gay and lesbian 
issues. It has become obvious that the ‘‘Sisters’’ are 
being manipulated and used by the national media 
because of their outrageous cross-dressing attire. 
It is also obvious that men with beards dressed as 
Catholic nuns speaking on gay and lesbian issues 
on national television are not taken seriously-and 
result only in negative reactions. 

Thus, the Imperial Courts therefore make an ap- 
peal to the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence to stop 
granting or soliciting national media interviews 
dressed as nuns. Our organizations also share a 
large number of cross-dressing membership, but 
we strongly believe that serious political and civil 
rights issues should be addressed by publicly 
acknowledged gay and lesbian spokespersons that 
are not only qualified and articulate but dress 
accordingly. 

We remind the ‘‘Sisters”’ that their exposure has 
reached the homes of not only Californians and New 
Yorkers, but those all across the country.

The first thing to clear up is the popular misconcep- 
tion that the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence dress as 
Catholic nuns. | myself have never seen a female 
Catholic nun dress as any of us do, and we are careful 
to dress in a style that would in no way cause us to 
be confused with any of the Catholic orders. We are 
equally careful to be distinguished from Episcopal and 
Buddhist orders. 

We do not mock nuns, just as her Majesty, the Em- 
press of San Diego is not a phony Queen. We are in- 
deed nuns. As we frequently state, ‘We are an order 
of Gay male nuns dedicated to the expiation of 
stigmatic guilt and the perpetration of universal joy.”’ 
We are a ‘‘Nun-denominational”’ order which includes 
at least one still-practicing Catholic, at least one Jew, 
a few Hindus, and | hate to think how many Pro- 
testants. But the founders of the order built it from the 
religious practices and beliefs not only from their 
Catholic childhoods, but also from the rites and 
theologies of the neo-pagan faerie circles. 

| should be careful that | do not speak on behalf 
of all the Sisters when | describe my own calling as 
one that comes from the crone aspect of the three- 
fold Goddess. As a full initiate into the traditions of 
Seax-Wicca, a high priest/ess within a number of 
faerie circles, a minister of the Universal Life Church, 
and a recognized Pope within the Erisian ardér of 
Discordians | am fully accredited in a number of ec- 
clesiastical roles. 

Even so, God speaks to us not through orders and 
ordinations, but through the heart. If any individual 
tells me that s/he is a nun, minister, rabbi, arch-bishop, 
or dalai lama the only limit | recognize to that claim 
is the limit of that individual's sincerity. So please spare 
me your quotation marks when you refer to us Sisters. 
We are indeed nuns from the crowns of our wimples 
to the depths of our soles. 

Who then is qualified to speak on behalf of our com- 
munity? We are so diverse—men, women, rich, poor,

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white, black, brown, yellow, and red. Gay men and 
women represent the full spectrum of humanity from 
Ashkenaz kibbutzim to Zulu diamond miners. There 
Is none among us who can truly represent the fullness 
of the Gay/lesbian communities. 

Indeed we are ‘'Gay Activists.’ Some of us have 
been Gay Activists since Stonewall, and a fortunate 


- few among us were Gay Activists even before that 


glorious uprising and the coinage of that term. In 
proud recognition of our community's diversity we 
gaily admit that we are but a few and our style of ac- 
tivism is just one among many. Because that diver- 
sity is one of our principal strengths, we feel that to 
suppress any style of activism is to diminish our 
strength. (Although | might make an exception here 
for Messrs. Littlejohn and Shilts.) 

Within my own religious tradition, and in the many 
like it there is a millenia-old practice of the Berdache, 
the transvestite pries/ess whose shifting across sex 
lines provides a special vision and message which 
enriches the community. 

If the Empress of San Diego feels that cross 
dressers are not taken seriously, | can only wonder 
what s/he thinks of hir own cross-dressing. Were | a 
part of hir court | should feel so insulted by such a 
remark that I'd slap hir face! | believe that cross dress- 
ing fills an important role within the Gay/Lesbian com- 
munities and the larger community of the world. We 
should be taken seriously, but we cannot be until we 
take ourselves seriously enough to trust ourselves and 
to speak out for ourselves. 

There are indeed negative reactions to every 
speaker within our communities. There are probably 
negative reactions to every single individual who 
dares to speak out. Having spoken with people from 
a full spectrum of sexualities and political views, and 
from all parts of the world, | know that | am warmly 
received by people who ignore our brothers and 
sisters who dress ‘‘appropriately.’’ Unless we risk the 
negative reactions we will never receive positive 
reactions. 

In the words of Sr. Sadie Sadie Rabbi Lady: ‘'! 
am what! am and you are too."’ | invite your majesty 
to be what you are proudly and openly. That is, | hope, 
what Gay Liberation is all about.

More on the Baths 

| am writing in defense of what for myself has 
become a preferred alternative to the sexual 
aspects of the bars. 

| feel that the closure of the bathhouses in San 
Francisco would be a disservice to the community 
and counterproductive to our efforts to curb the 
spread of sexually communicable diseases. 

As a fortnightly and occasionally more frequent 
visitor of my neighborhood baths, | feel that these 
bathhouses provide a healthy environment for satis- 
fying the majority of my sexual needs. | do not agree 
with those who feel that sexual contact at the baths 
is predominantly anonymous. In my experience 
there is a feeling of camaraderie among the regular 
patrons. | am regularly involved sexually with 
several individuals and look forward to seeing them 
when | go to the baths. Most of the regulars com- 
municate openly with each other and quite often 
there is concern if a patron has been away longer 
than usual. Disappointment that a favorite person 
is not present is not uncommon. 

Upon checking into a bathhouse | feel that a 
specific agreement is in effect between the 

bathhouse and myself. In return for my identity, its 
verification and a fee, | receive privacy, a Secure en- 
vironment, hot showers, soap, towels, heat, light, 
refreshments, audio and video continuity, etc. With 
this congenial atmosphere also comes respon- 
sibilities such as behaving in a civilized manner and 
not imposing on others without their consent, not 
interfering in the activities of others, even if persenal- 
ly offensive, unless harm is being inflicted without 
consent, assisting the staff if requested, following 
the rules and cleaning up after myself. 

In addition | am also granted a great deal of 
freedom. There is no fear of anyone just barging in. 
My presence will not be confirmed or denied to out- 
side callers. In many ways the baths can be ahome 
away from home where someone else takes care 
of the doorbells, telephones,and computers so you 
can relax. 

While it is imperative that patrons’ privacy with 
respect to the public be safeguarded, there is room 
for change in the interest of health and communica- 
tion. | offer some suggestions: 

For example in the case of a members-only 
establishment such as Animals, | would have no ob- 
jections to my name and address being given to 
others subject to the following provisions: (1) the re- 
questor be a member in good standing, (2) the re- 


questor be checked in when the request is made, 
(3) the query be limited to those present during the 
time the requestor was actually in the baths, and 


(4)persons identified be notified of the request with 


the name and address of the requestor. 

An alternative would be the use of amembership 
number which a patron could get from the staff bas- 
ed on the date, time, room and/or locker number. 
This would enable keeping a personal record of sex- 
ual contacts while keeping identities confidential ex- 
cept in the case of medical need. During the check- 
in process positive identification could be required 
and refusing to admit any person whose identity 
cannot be verified. Perhaps a test question on the 
membership application for those who like to travel 
light. 

| realize that these suggestions would create more 
work for those involved and | would not object to 
an increase in membership fees or perhaps a 
nominal charge per request such as postage.

C Ongressman Gerry Studds will be 
honored at two local events on Sunday, 
May 6, hosted by Bay Area friends to raise 
funds for his re-election campaign. 

The only acknowledged gay member of 
the United States Congress, representing the 
10th Congressional District of Massachusetts, 
Studds faces challenges in both the primary 
and the general election, and has been 
targeted by right-wing fundraisers as a prime 
candidate for defeat.

Committee and the House Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee, Congressman 
Studds is known for his interest in issues sur- 
rounding American involvement in Central 
America and environmental causes par- 
ticularly as they effect the nation’s fishing 
and maritime industry. 

When faced with censure for having a lia- 
sion with a male page, Studds did not deny 
his sexual orientation or seek to blame his 
conduct on alcohol.

‘* the challenges of initiating and maintain- 
ing a career in public life without destroying 
entirely the ability to lead a meaningful and 

emotionally fulfilling private life...are made 
substantially more complex when one is, as 
I am, both an elected official and gay.”

or 10 years, the Sutro Bath House has 
fought for the right just to exist. We 
-have won every battle: sexism, 
economics, community homophobia, 
storms, fire, theft, vandalism, bureaucracy, 
police harassment, public works harassment, 
health department harassment, embezzle- 
ment, herpes panic, AIDS panic, and the 
usual battle of competition in the world of 
business. We have won the battles, but have 
lost the war. 

Political hysteria and political abuse have 
grabbed the headlines, distorted the facts, 
and turned our customers and supporters in- 
to frightened and confused people willing to 
give up their civil rights with little or no pro- 
test. We are closing our doors for the last time 
on Sunday, June 3, 1984 at 8:00 a.m. 

The Sutro opened in 1974 as a gay bath 
house and was the first such establishment 
in America to have a woman manager. It was 
also the first bath house to go co-ed, admit- 
ting both men and women. The Sutro has 
been featured on the front pages of the San 
Francisco Chronicle and Examiner several 
times because of its uniqueness.

Center 
AIDS Project

n November of last year there were 11 

cases of AIDS diagnosed in the East Bay; 

in December, 28. Today the number is 
close to 50, and by the end of the year it is 
expected to top 200. If you assume that each 
person with AIDS (PWA) has a close emo- 
tional connection to at least two or three 
others, many of whom will be almost as af- 
fected by the disease as the person afflicted, 
it’s possible that by 1985 there will be 500 
people in the East Bay in need’of support and 
services. 

In San Francisco the Shanti Project has 
become established as a major source of sup- 
port for PWAs and their loved ones. But the 
caseload in the city alone was large enough 
to force Shanti late last year to discontinue 
providing services for similarly affected peo- 
ple in the East Bay. (However, Shanti still 
maintains services there for those facing 


through funds provided by the California 
State Department of Health Services, the 
Pacific Center for Human Growth instituted 
its AIDS Support Services Project. 

And none too soon. Currently the project 
receives One new client each day—either a 
newly diagnosed RWA or a lover, friend, or 
parent. The crisis mentality that pervades San 
Francisco is creeping across the Bay. As 
Jeremy Landau, the project coordinator, 
states, ‘We're having our June training in 
May, because we need volunteers and dona- 
tions mow. 

The typical client at the Pacific Center is 
a gay man who has survived one or two 
bouts of pneumocystis pnuemonia (PCP) and 
is currently dealing with new and unwanted 
limitations—decreased physical ability and 
mobility and a fixed income. He feels an 
understandable apprehension about the 
future and an equally understandable resent- 
ment having to ask for help. ““What many 
new clients are saying is, in effect, “Hi, I’m 
here for you to help me and I really don’t like 
you for it.’’’ Landau expains. ‘‘These are 
amazingly sensitive and well-educated peo- 
ple who never expected to find themselves 
in this situation. The clients are generally 
more diverse and more conservative than 
their San Francisco counterparts.’

COMMENTARY: 
Bathhouses 
& Brothels: 
Banning Sex 
Doesn’t Work 


By Priscilla Alexander 


[ the Department of Public Health had — 
looked at the history of prostitution and 
venereal disease in this country, I doubt that 
they would have proposed banning sex in 
the baths as a way to prevent the spread of 
AIDS: 

In the first quarter of this century, city after 
city closed brothels, at least in part as an ef- 
fort to control the VD that was rampant at the 
time, as well as being virtually incurable. The 
assumption then was that if the brothels were 
closed, prostitution would disappear, and 
the scourge of VD would be gone. 

What did happen, however, is that there 
was a tremendous increase in the amount of 
street prostitution, which was accompanied 
by an increase in VD, drug usage, violence, 
and pimping. In our own time, our city has 
laws on its books banning sex in massage 
parlors, and spends a good deal of money 
sending undercover police officers around 
to make sure the law is being obeyed. This 
results in a fair number of women being ar- 
rested and jailed with no decrease in the 
amount of prostitution that goes on. Pro- 
stitutes who meet their clients on the street 
are routinely rounded up and carted off by 
the police, again without any noticeable, 
long-range reduction in the amount of pro- 
stitution in San Francisco. : 

Even though prostitution is illegal, and 
therefore furtive, the rate of VD among pro- 
stitutes is not terribly high, and the amount 
of VD that is associated with prostitution in 
this country is extremely small, about five 
percent of the total. The prostitutes who 
work in the most protected ways—in parlors 
and brothels, for escort services, in- 
dependently out of apartments, tend to have 
the lowest rate of VD, while the prostitutes 
who must be the most furtive, and who are 
therefore at the highest risk of arrest and/or

Scott Newhall wrote in the Chronicle, 
‘...and the unqualified gong show 
sweepstakes winner is that salacious Folsom 
Street, Pompeian, polysexual spa known as 
the Sutro Bath House, the loss of which 
would not constitute a grievous blow to the 
performing arts scene of San Francisco.’’ And 
through it all, people have always had fun, 
and we have laughed hardest at ourselves. 

We have also hosted many benefit parties 
at the Sutro for organizations like the San 
Francisco Freedom Day Marching Band and 
Twirling Corp, the San Francisco Gay Men's 
Chorus, Unwed Mothers, the Royal Court of 
San Francisco, the Pride Foundation and 
Against Proposition 6. Even though 60% of 
our customers are straight, 28% bisexual, 
and only 12% gay, we have raised thousands 
of dollars and demonstrated that not only gay 
people are interested in, and support, gay 
causes. For several years we sponsored the 
San Francisco Mixed Chorus float in the 
Freedom Day Parade. After the parade our

courtyard, jacuzzi and cafe has been turned 
over to the Gay Fathers and their children as 
a safe and calm refuge from the madding 
crowds. We have never been isolated from 
our community. 

Over a year ago, before the AIDS hysteria 
had gathered momentum, the Sutro design- 
ed and produced an imaginative and attrac- 
tive flyer on ‘‘Safe Sex’’ that we handed to 
each customer; male, female, gay, Di, 
straight. This was done because we could not 
obtain anything from the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health to inform our 
members about the AIDS problem. Besides 
the pamphlets we now give out to everyone 
(those produced by the Sisters, the Milk Club, 
and the AIDS Foundation), we have profes- 
sionally made signs that we have posted 
throughout the bath house. These signs warn 
people against swallowing semen, and fuck- 
ing without a condom. We have designed a 
special room for once-an-hour-on-the-hour 
’ At the 
door, we offer free condoms for the asking

groups now inhabit the Women’s Building, including Options for Women Over 


Forty, The Women’s Foundation, SF Women Against Rape, Vida Art Gallery, and 


others; and another 72 non-profit women’s groups have organized as sponsored 


projects of San Francisco Women’s Centers, including the Open Door Shelter Pro- 


ject, and AMES—The Association of El Salvadorean Women.

and have installed a gum-ball machine load- 
ed with M & M’s. The M & M’sarea ‘‘Sweet 
Reminder that Massage and Masturbation 
mean Safe Sex.”’ 

We have felt very strongly about educating 
our customers and have done more than any 
other business, that we know of, to help 
change the sexual patterns of the gay com- 
munity. We have waited impatiently for the 
gay bars to post signs warning their 
customers about drinking too much, which 
many times leads to unwise decisions about 
the kind of sex one has. We have also waited 
for each and every GGBA member to finance 
and implement a powerful ad campaign con- 
cerning AIDS. We are angered to think how 
hard we have tried to cooperate, and have 
even gone beyond what was required, and 
then to have our own politically ambitious, 
self-proclaimed ‘“‘gay leaders’ point their 
fingers at us and demand our death. 

We are warmed, at the same time, to think 
of the strong friendships, the fun and the 
tears we have shared here with members of 


our staff and with the many loyal and grateful 
customers—culminating, we may add, in 
two weddings and many, many love affairs. 

If you have never experienced the Sutro, 
be forwarned that our lights will soon go out, 
never to shine again. We could certainly use 
Our COMmmunity support in these last few 
weeks to pay off old debts and to help our 
staff find new jobs.

n less than four months, history 

will be made in San Francisco, 

not just for the Democratic 
Party, but for the Lesbian/Gay Com- 
munity as well. The National March 
for Lesbian/Gay Rights is planned to 
coincide with the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. As tens of 
thousands of us demonstrate for our 
rights, we will move Lesbian and 
Gay issues to the center of the 
American political debate. 


The need for the National March is clear. 
All across America our people are oppressed 
as we look for jobs and housing, attempt to 
gain custody of our children, or try to im- 
migrate and become citizens. We are 
discriminated against in areas of reproduc- 
tive rights, social services and many other 
areas. The disease AIDS is killing our people 
and providing an excuse for homophobic 
reactions; funding for AIDS research and pa- 
tient services in inadequate. In California, 
AB-1 is vetoed and Harvey Milk’s killer goes 
free. In New Orleans, a Lesbian/Gay Rights 
Bill is defeated. In the military, our people are 
purged or incarcerated. The list goes on and 
on. But the oppression of twenty million Les- 
bians and Gay Americans is not addressed by 
any of the Presidential candidates in the 
debates or presented by the media as an im- 
portant consideration in this election year. 
We of the National March Committee believe 
that Lesbian and Gay issues must be addres- 
sed during the great political debate that is 
being waged across America in 1984. 

_ The oppression of our community is so 
great that the vast majority of our people can- 
not be reached through the Lesbian and Gay 
press. We have all at some time in our lives 
experienced the feeling that we were the on- 
ly Lesbian or Gay person in the world. We 
have all at some time been ignorant of the ex- 
istence of the Lesbian and Gay press because 
these publications are discriminated against 
in the libraries and newsstands of this nation. 
Even if we had known of Lesbian/Gay 
publications, the very real fear of losing our 
jobs, housing, families, or of violent attacks, 
would have prevented our reading such a 
paper. Because of the alienation of so many 
of our people throughout America and cer- 
tainly in the rest of the world, the only way 
to reach the majority of Lesbians and Gay 
men is through the non-Gay press. In 


_ households throughout the world, tens of 


millions of people are engaged in a personal 
struggle to confront the homophobia of 
society. Those of us who can speak out 
against this oppression must do so. 
Visibility has always been the key to Les- 
bian and Gay Liberation. Since 1970, mar- 
ches commemorating the Stonewall riots 
have sought to make visible our issues. Since 
1972, Lesbian and Gay Democrats have 
organized within the Democratic Party's Na- 
tional Conventions also to make visible our 
issues. At the 1980 Convention, Lesbian and 
Gay delegates §ucceeded in nominating a 
Gay man, Melvin Boozer, for Vice-President. 
Toa large degree, the national media chose 
not to cover either his nomination or his 
speech. Instead, in the last five years, the na- 
tional media has presented spokespeople 
who they perceived to be harmful to Lesbian 
and Gay Liberation. Melvin Boozer’s 
nomination was not covered by any national

television network, but CBS did air two 
homophobic hit-pieces (Gay Politics—Gay 
Power, 1979, and 60 Minutes, 1983) present- 
ing a distorted perspective on our communi- 
ty and its concerns. At the 1984 Convention, 
we have an opportunity to define our own 
issues and choose our own spokespeople. If 
we do not do this, the media, which will 
surely write ‘‘the gay story”’ of this conven- 
tion, will make our choices for us. 

Monday, July 16th, the leadership of the 
Democratic Party will gather in San Francisco 
to select a candidate for President and to 
debate the issues which confront our nation. 
In attendance at this national convention, 
will be approximately 20,000 media 
representatives reporting this debate to an 
expected media audience of between 500 
million to 1 billion people. We have an ex- 
traordinary opportunity to raise the issue of 
the oppression of the Lesbian/Gay communi- 
ty to these hundreds of millions of people. 
The National March will accomplish this in 
a constructive and non-partisan manner, pro- 
viding the best spokespeople of our com- 
munity to speak to the nation.

Committee Structure

The 
event we are planning will be similar to those 
events with an important difference—in San 
Francisco in July, we will have the attention 
of the world. As you know, such actions re-

or $50 for smaller groups. Only the Sponsor- 
ing Groups will be given the right to vote on 
the National March demands and speakers.

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\X ] hen I speak to lesbians who are 

deciding whether or not to have 
children, I am often accused of being very 
negative. ‘““Why not talk about the good 
stuff?’ I’ve heard, more than a few times. I 
want to set the record straight—my relation- 
ship with my child is, without a doubt, the 
most joyful and rewarding aspect of my life 
(at least most of the time). The problem is 
that, before I had her, it was terribly difficult 
to comprehend the discouragement and 
disillusionment I would feel as a lesbian 
mother. So, it seems crucial to me to share 
that perspective with women who want the 
experience of children. 

But, before I get into that, I want to talk a 
little about what I love in being a parent. | 
know I run the risk here of seeming roman- 
tic, sloppy, corny. Be that as it may, my 
daughter has taught me mofe about myself 
than anyone. She forces me to look at my 
own blocks, defenses, protections. She has 
inspired me to reexamine my life goals, my 
relationships (lover and others), all the core 
issues of my life. When her two parents go 
through hard times, she says, ‘““You need to 
go to therapy and work out your problems 
(is she really three?!!) When the radio was 
stolen from our car, she said, ‘‘Mama, you're 
angry—go beat on my pillow.”’ When I’m 
sick, she says, ‘‘I’ll make you feel better.”’ 
She’s great fun, but more, she’s opened up 
my love and caring for other people beyond 
what I thought was possible. She’s the best 
thing that ever happened in my life. 

And still, being a lesbian mother has many 
times been one of the most painful, alienating 
and frustrating experiences I’ve ever had. 
Before I had her, was I as insensitive and 
misinformed as those around me now can 
be? 

I’ve had a fair amount of time to think 
about this lately—unemployment has hit. 


And to a large degree, my oppression as a

mother forced the decision to leave my job 
at a feminist instititution. When cuts had to 
happen, benefits which affected mothers 
were the first considered, and quickly ap- 
proved. Many women there were insulting 
to children (‘‘bring them to my house when 
you need childcare—I’ll put them in the 
closet.’’) and mothers. Avowed feminists 
working there questioned the right of 
mothers to call ourselves oppressed. There 
was almost no desire or effort to com- 
prehend the issues facing lesbian mothers, in 
fact , there was discomfort whenever the 
issues were raised. I’m talking about this not 
to attack a specific group of feminist women, 
but to point out that as a community, we 
have major problems facing the facts of sur- 
vival for lesbian mothers and children. 

It’s true that children have been used by 
a patriarchal society to oppress women. 
When I was 17, a budding feminist, the plan 
for the future was to take childbearing out of 
the hands of individual women so that we 
would no longer be oppressed. I remember 
reading books which suggested that children 
be incubated out of body so that the 
biological oppression of women would end. 
It sounded perfectly rational to me at the 
time. Now, I believe that kind of thinking 
plays into the hands of a dehumanized and 
patriarchal society. I stil firmly believe that 
children should be chosen. But do we real- 
ly want to give up the right to have and ratse 
children if we choose? Or does it make more 
sense to fight to end the oppression of 


mothers and children, so wat being respon- - 


sible for a child does not put a noose around 
the neck of a woman? 

We've all been taught to hate and oppress 
mothers and children. We've all experienc- 
ed child and woman hatred. Whenever I ex- 
press dissatisfaction as a mother, I feel like a 
nag and a martyr—exactly the ways I was 
taught to think of my mother, all mothers. To 
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talk about motherhood as a feminist, in 
political terms, seems somehow not accep- 
table, nearly impossible. And so, knowing 
we are living political lives with our children, 
many of us segregate ourselves with other 
mothers and children, surfacing now and 
then to scream when childcare is inadequate 
or we feel blatently hurt by our community. 

If we are co-parenting, our child’s other 
parent will encounter a blank wall of in- 
visibility, unless they pretend a biological 
relationship. Our communnity accepts the 
tired definitions of parenting which exclude 
all but ‘“‘mother”’ and “‘father’’ as parents. My 
lover never wanted to call herself a co-parent 
because she knew she’d hardly ever be 
treated that way. No one asked her what to 
get our child for her birthday. No one asked 
if she needed childcare on Saturday. 
Although she found a close circle of support 
that accepted her as a parent, we are both 
aware that many others in the lesbian com- 
munity consider me a single mother. 

And those of us who parent outside a part- 
ner relationship have even more trouble, 
when they share that parenting, in finding ac- 
ceptance for their families. Support networks 
are not babysitters or childcare workers— 
they are often important sources for nurtur- 
ing. And yet, we continue to look at lesbian 
families in terms of whether or not they fit 
a tired nuclear family mold. 

Even if children were not a major force in 
the lesbian community, I believe as feminists 
we'd be bound to address mother/child 
issues. Child hatred and woman hatred are 
so closely allied that they cannot be examin- 
ed separately. The hatred we experienced as 
children, we grow up to feel as women; the 
source and manifestations are nearly the 
same. And when we disavow our relation- 
ship to children, I wonder if we don’t 
disavow ourselves. 

I have been told by other lesbians, “I don’t 
feel any responsibility to deal with your 
mother stuff. After all, you chose to have a 
child, and that’s not my business.”’ Does this 
mean that if I had gotten pregnant ‘“‘by 
mistake,’’ I would not deserve the support 
of feminists? By this logic, since I chose les- 
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bianism, did I forego my right to object to 
heterosexism? I do not consider this position 
pro-choice. I consider it anti-woman, anti- 
child. Until we come to terms with the 
special needs of mothers and children, we 
reflect an inadequate and narrow feminism, 
unable to address the majority of women. 

So, what do these mothers want anyway? 
For myself, I want feminists to think serious- 
ly and carefully about what mothers say to 
them. Is there any self-hatred or child-hatred 
going on when they react to mothers and 
children? do children need to be quieter than 
adults? Do they dislike boys, or is it children 
they’d rather not be around? Have they ask- 
ed mothers how we reconcile our mother- 
ing with our feminism? Can they understand 
that, for many of us, parenting is a political 
act? Are they willing to accept the fact that 
mothers in this culture are segregated and op- 
pressed by this culture and not by our 
children? 

As my child gets older, it’s easier to go in- 
cognito. But to disavow my relationship with 
my child is to cut off my arm. I’m not will- 
ing to accept living two lives—one as lesbian 
and one as mother. I want support and ac- 
ceptance for parenting within my communi- 
ty so I can get on with the joy of it. And, 
when mothers get together, I want non- 
mothers to come just to listen, just to learn.

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fter seven years of military dic- 

tatorship, on the 30th of 

October, 1983, elections were 

held in Argentina. The people 

had begun this struggle against 
the dictatorship some time ago. After the 
defeat in the Malvinas-Falklands war, the 
military power which governed with an iron 
hand started to decay due to profound 
discrepancies within the armed forces 
themselves. Apparently, the military began 
to withdraw. 

The crises still must be faced each day in 
all social sectors. The uncontrolled inflation 
which effects our basic needs like foodstuff, 
transportation, rent; the external debt of 
more than $45 million (Argentina has the 
third largest external debt after Brazil and 
Mexico); and the unclear situation of the 
30,000 disappeared and hundreds of political 
prisoners are the costs, among others, of 
these last years. 

Yet the people have not quieted their 
voices. They demonstrate each day. Workers 
and sectors of the middle class demand 
humane salaries and better working condi- 
tions. A new factor increases this critical 
situation: the massive, indiscriminate evic- 
tions of many low-income families. The land- 
owners care nothing about the struggle of the 
numerous families, many with children, lack- 
ing work. Some of these families have taken 
and occupied abandoned houses and houses 
whose construction has been halted by 
strikes. Others are temporarily living under 
freeway bridges. Because they live in ‘‘pro- 
hibited’”’ places, many of these people have 
been humiliated and arrested by the police. 

Another of the struggles that has not 
ceased is that of the Madres de Plaza de Mayo 
(Mothers of Plaza de Mayo) as they protest 
the disappearance of thousands of Argenti- 
nians. The solutions put forth by the new 
democratic government have not been very 
concrete, although they annulled the Amnes- 
ty and National Pacification law, enacted at 
the beginning of September, 1983 by the 
military government. The law provided, in 
effect, blanket amnesty for those responsi- 
ble for ‘‘excessive’’ repression. ‘‘Excess”’ for 
the military means death, torture, and other 
abominations that they inflicted on 
thousands of people from 1976 to 1978. This 
amnesty law also impeded the investigation 
of cases of disappeared and detained per- 
sons. The human rights organizations have 
called this law a self-amnesty. 

In addition, the constitutional government 
has formed a commission composed of pro- 
fessionals and members of ARDH (Associa- 
tion for Human Hights) to investigate the 
cases of the desaparecidos [disappeared]. 
There is discussion about this commission in 
that these matters are not being handled 
directly by the parliament and that the 
members were not elected in a more 
representative way. 

State terrorism is defined as the implemen- 
tation of a repressive, systematic, and plan- 
ned policy by the state apparatus and ex- 
ecuted by the armed forces. In the middle of 
December, 1983, the first forum of the 
Argentinian people against state terrorism 
was held. This was organized by human 
rights commissions from three political par- 
ties (Los Familiares Peronistas de Presos y 
Detenidos-Desaparcidos, Partido Intran- 
sigente, and Partido Humanismo y Libera- 
cion.). In the forum, the policies of terrorism 
implemented by the military, from economic 
to political repression, were uncovered and

demands were made for the ‘“‘reappearnce 
with life’ of the 30,000 desaparecidos, the 
liberty of political prisoners, and the truth 
about all that has happened in the country. 

The drama of the nameless corpses buried 


- in cemetaries around the country is one of © 


Argentina’s most disturbing problems. The 
completed autopsies of several cadavers 
found that the death was caused by large- 
caliber bullets—that is to say, by military 
weapons. Some were found with signs of tor- 
ture. The dates of burial were in the years 
1976 and 1977. A few days ago 35 more 
cadavers were discovered, among them 7 
children. 

All of these deeds committed both before 
and after the military dictatorship have fed 
the outrage of the Madres de Plaza de Mayo, 
who haven’t ceased struggling in these past 
eight years. The cases of the disappeared 
were ignored by the vast majority of the 
population, as the media, controlled by the 
dictatorship, did not report such events. 
Moreover, not before the inauguration of the 
constitutional government, it was prohibited 
to have any television coverage of 
demonstrations or declarations by the 
Madres de Plaza de Mayo or other 
organizations. 

The situation is changing. The 30,000 
desaparecidos were symbolized by 30,000 
life-sized figures which were painted and 
posted on walls in different barrios of Buenos 
Aires to commemorate Human Rights Day. 
Many people passed by them reading the 
names and dates of disappearance. The 
Abuelas de Plaza de Mayo (grandmothers) de- 
mand the ‘‘reappearance with life”’ of their 
grandchildren. These children, carried from 
their homes at the moment of their parents’ 
kidnapping or born of mothers in captivity, 
remain missing. The long lists of people 
unable to vote because they are 
desaparecidos were published in almost all 
of the newspapers. All of this is now public 
knowledge. 

The Madres de Plaza de Mayo will continue 
with their watch each Thursday until the 
guilty receive their just punishment for the 
kidnappings and disapperances of so many 
people, and to prevent the reoccurance of 
this horror. 


Re Alfonsin, leader of the Radical Party 
was elected president on October 30th, 
and assumed power the 10th of December, 
1983. Without explaining too much of 
Argentinian history, for forty years 
Radicalismo, the second-ranked political par- 
ty, has been supported by the middle class, 
rich landowners, and the military. Alfonsin’s 
triumph in this election means that 
Peronismo, the flag of the Argentinian work- 
ing class and therefore of the large social 
struggles, is in crisis. This is closely related 
to the crisis lived by the entire country from 
before 1976, the year of the military coup. 
This coup was preceded by the most recent 
peronista government. 

Juan Domingo Peron, the highest leader 
and founder of that movement, was presi- 
dent in 1974, having been elected by the ma- 
jority of Argentinians. He died during his 
third term of presidency in 1975. His 
previous presidencies were in 1946-1952 
and 1952-55, when he was deposed by a 
military coup and sent into eighteen years of 
exile. 

After his death he was suceeded by his se- 
cond wife, Isabel. She did not represent the 
working class as had Eva Peron, his first wife, 
who had been a tireless defender of the 
Peronista Movement. She died of cancer in 
1952. From then on, Personismo entered a 
crisis from which it could not recover. Isabel 
Person governed for only one-year. In 1976 
her government was deposed by military

The last peronista government did not 


have the splendor of that of the 1950's. A ° 


bureaucratic and sinister leadership began to 
take possession of power, especially in the 
years 1974-75. During these years, the 
violence between armed ultra-leftists, among 
them the revolutionary faction of Peronismo 
called Los Montoneros, and the state securi- 
ty forces were intensified every day. In these 
same years there was a state-formed ultra- 
right commando called the Triple A (Alian- 
za Anticommunista Argentina). Towards the 
end of 1975 the violence was intolerable. 


The police and army collaborated with the. 


Triple A to annihilate the guerillas. Repres- 
sion and ideological persecution became an 
everyday event. The economy deteriorated. 
It ended with a military government that 
lasted until October 30, 1983. 

The working class witnessed the decay of 
an entire movement that had represented 
them for 40 years. This bureaucratic 
peronista leadership Was booed and 
assaulted during various campaign acts. The 
declarations of some of these leaders provok- 
ed the rejection of the majority of the peo- 
ple. During the electoral campaign, 
Peronismo abandoned many social sectors 
with whom it had once actively participated. 
For these reasons, Peronismo failed. 

In contrast, Raul Alfonsin in his electoral 
campaign, had a giant publicity/propaganda 
machine that backed him. The party 
(Radicalismo) itself did not represent 
anything to many people. It is said that much 
of the publicity was paid for by north- 
american multi-nationals. The people hadn't 
many choices— the fascist leadership of 


ean a a figure sold by 
Radicalismo. 


The 1983 elections are a product of many 
years of pain and exhaustion. Alfonsin is to- 
day the ‘‘democratic leader.”’ He will have to 
put into practice his government programs. 
Until the social-economic problems are faced, 
eliminating the power of the few; and until 
the dangerous, repressive apparatus of the 
state and military is definitively dismantled, 
there will be no democracy. That which is 
certain is that the people now have the op- 
portunity to search for and decide their own 
destiny. In Argentina a national project ex- 
ists to build a truly equal society. To be free 
from the economic dependencies imposed 
by the large international monopolies and 
the International Monetary Fund. 


A new component added to the political 
spectrum is the struggle for human 
rights, which includes the situation of les- 
bians and gay men. Starting in 1983 several 
gay groups began to form. The task is dif- 
ficult. These groups are still small, but since 
they have the desire for change and struggle, 
there is hope that with time they will become 
new movements. 

During the electoral campaign different 
political parties were questioned about the 
concerns of the situation of gays under a 
democratic government. Gays asked that the 
investigation of the deaths of several gay men

_ that it was pathological or abnormal. But TV 


during 1982-83 be continued. They sought 
the annullment of certain police edicts, 
among them Segundo H, which prohibits 
‘disturbances in the public way” and is often 
used to arrest homosexuals, especially men, 
and prostitutes. It is not known if Segundo 
H has been applied to lesbians. To annul 
these edicts there is a petition circulating 
which now has more than 1,000 signatures 
and which will be presented to the 
Parliament. 

Other signs show that the taboo of 
homosexuality is being unveiled. One of 
these is a widely-circulated publication call- 
ed El Porteno, read by a large number of 
young people. El Porteno has published ar- 
ticles about the situation of gays in Argentina. 
Also, some plays having gay themes were 
presented, among them “‘El Beso de la Mu- 
jer Arana’’ (The Kiss of the Spider Woman) 
by Manuel Puig. This book and the stage pro- 
duction had been prohibited for the last 
several years. Now, some of the roles are be- 
ing interpreted by gay people. 

In atelevision program noted for touching 
upon themes once taboo like drugs, rape, 
etc., one actually dealt with a lesbian relation- 
ship in a specific context. The treatment of 
lesbianism was positive and never insinuated 


is TV; to even think that society will accept 
us in reality is much more difficult. Also, we 
have to break down the structures and pre- 
judices that lesbians themselves have. 

An event that had nothing to do with the 
gay situation, but had to do with the entire 
post-electoral atmosphere, was the violent 
reaction to the placement of a sign calling for 
Free Marijuana. The police assumed that 
marijuana was being sold. The violence 
generated by the police rapidly got out of 
hand. The people jeered and threw objects 
at them. Their answer was a hail of rubber 
bullets wounding a young man in the chest. 
There were 56 people arrested. 

We know that things will not change im- 
mediately. We know that in order to exercise 
our rights a’struggle has to be fought. With 
this struggle we will win the freedom we 
want. 
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Men at Bluefish Cove? 


wo weeks ago I received a call from 
Jerry Wheeler, the producer and 


filmmaker out of Los Angeles. The - 


last contact I had with Jerry was over a beer 
at the Lion Pub about a year ago. At that time 
he was seeking financing on his favorite pro- 
ject which was, and still is, a movie version 
of The Front Runner. 

He invited me to the play he was now co- 
producing along with Judy Miller here in San 
Francisco and suggested meeting the cast 
afterward. It sounded like fine evening and 
so I arranged a rather unusual double date to 
go and see Last Summer at Bluefish Cove. 
There was Sara and Chris, Zohn and I. 

We arrived at 7:30 for the 8 o’clock per- 
formance and found a small line for tickets. 
The lobby was beginning to fill with a wide 
range of interesting people. 

I knew little about the play, but I did know 
that the playwrite Jane Chambers was a gay 
woman who also wrote A Late Snow and 
who died of a brain tumor in 1983. In her 46 
years she had been a prolific writer and 
human rights activist. She counted among 
her awards a number of literary prizes and 
the Award for Human Dignity Pons the Na- 
tional Gay Task Force. 

Jerry was in the lobby and came over to 
greet our contingent. He appeared worried 
and tired, but nonetheless, affable. After we 
engaged in a round robin exercise of in- 
troductions he revealed what had been 
bothering him. 

“Tt don’t understand it,’ he said. ‘We can- 
not get men to come to the play.” 

I glanced around the lobby and remarked 
that the crowd clearly seemed to be half

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male. Jerry looked around and his face 
brightened. ‘‘This is a change!”’ he exclaim- 
ed. ‘‘Up till tonight, the audience has been 
90% women, and the men that do come ap- 
pear to be straight.” 

I could think of a hundred reasons why 
Jerry was probably accurate in his earlier 
assessment of the audience. For the most 
part, gay men don’t go to gay women’s 
events, and it’s almost a tradition that gay 
women treat gay men’s events the same way. 

Gay men and women do not really share 
a common sub-culture, though both sides 
refer to the “community” as being. all- 
inclusive. Gay men and women do not have 
many shared values, and! would even go so 
far as to say that gay men and women hold 
each other in less regard than they do their 
heterosexual counterparts. How often do 
you hear a gay man extoll the virtues of a les- 
bian? But listen to a dialogue about Judy 
Garland or Bette Davis. 

It seems as though each of our gender has 
brought the standard sexist prejudices to our 
alleged ‘‘sexually-liberated”’ sub-culture and 
amplified them to the point of virtual non- 
communication. 

How many lesbians go to a jock-strap con- 
test? Probably less than 10% of the audience. 
Why would gay men go to a lesbian play? 

I would like to tell you why they should. 

Bluefish Cove is a slice of life, and as such, 
the dramatization has merit as a major art 
form. Theater is not merely a reflection of 
our lives, it often creates a reality which life 
can then imitate. But from a purely entertain- 
ment perspective, Bluefish Cove is a 
refreshing experience. 
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It has a universal message, which is no big 
deal. The play concerns relationships, love, 
and death, and I guess no matter how often 
we view those three elements they still touch 
our souls and somehow validate our tenuous 
hold on the meaning of our lives. 

I understand that the reviews of the play 
have all been genuinely positive without any 
hint of being gratuitous, but obviously there 
is not something there that has captured the 
male imagination and in particular the GAY 
male imagination. If I were to hazard a guess 
as to why, I would say that for most gay men, 
gay women are non-existent and therefore 
the creative elements of their lives are equally 
invisible. 

Isn’t it strange that gay men admire strong 
and domineering women if they’re straight, 
but do a 180 degree turn if the woman is a 
lesbian? The entire notion is fraught with 
Freudian assertions about the psyche of the 
gay male. 

If it sounds like I’m trying to lay blame on 
men for the sad state of affairs between the 
two gay genders, that is not entirely true. 
Women are also culpable. But in degree I 
would certainly accuse men of being the 
most intransigent against assimilation, and 
women have reacted to that intransigence by 
insulating themselves. 

We should keep in mind that the most 
significant social movement in the past few 
hundred years has been the feminist move- 
ment and the gay movement has its roots in 
that arena. For at least the last 100 years 
women have said ‘‘ENOUGH" to the secon- 
dary quality of their lives and to the double 
standard surrounding their sexuality. That's 
what gave the gay movement its impetus, 
and its strength is still strongly linked to the 
ongoing success of the feminist movement. 

So, along comes this play, and I was thrill- 
ed by what I saw. The women are not 
feminists in a political sense; they are women 
who have a strong sense of themselves, 
which makes it easy to identify with each of 
the characters. More importantly, they are an 
enclave of lesbians, at home with each other 
and fully comfortable to interact as fully 
vested human beings, without the stigma of 
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Every day when I get up, I face an uncertain 
world. Any rash or cough may be a life-threatening 
og health crisis. It is good to be able to talk to others 
who have AIDS so that we can help each other 
throuhh these new, challenging health and emo- 
tional experiences. It helps us all to cope, to keep...

being a woman, or gay (that is how they refer 
to themselves). 

What I heard was how gay women pro- 
bably do talk to each other. After all, Bluefish 
Cove and its characters are based on Jane 
Chambers real experiences. That being so, | 
strongly urge you to see it because there is 
a lot of useful information to be gleaned 
about the lesbian sub-culture. 

The humor is different. Lots of good one- 
liner barbs which are clever and honest 
rather than painful and condescending, real- 
ly a far cry from the insensitive and hostile 
Rickles-type humor we see so often in gay 
male theater. 

Their loyalties to each other are as fierce 
as their candor. 

The women don’t mind patnae vulnerable 
to each other either. After all, they were 
taught early that vulnerability is a feminine 
trait. And when one combines that with 
some obviously lesbian attitudes such as in- 
dependence and unabashed lustiness then in 
is easy to realize that this play represents an 
entirely new genre for the theater. 

There is a gap in our community and it 
shows little signs of narrowing in spite of the 
support and concern the women have 
towards the male AIDS epidemic. The men 
are still saying ‘“‘us,’’ but with an implied and 
actual male exclusivity. Much information 
can be had in our community newspapers 
about the male sub-culture, but any women’s 
venue is largely ignored (except for Coming 
Up! of course). 

Women have been excluded to a large ex- 
tent from determining the direction of the 
quality of our lives as a collective communi- 
ty. If we are to survive as a community, and 
more importantly as a movement, we all 
need to assimilate. How can we expect to 
achieve liberation while at the same time ig- 
noring the needs and values of our sisters? 

I hope everyone who reads this will make 
some commitment to avail themselves of the 
information available in Last Summer at 
Bluefish Cove. It is a document, and it will 
have historic value in our progress. It needs 
your audience to encourage others to follow.

Who’s Got the Retrovirus? |The State of the Science 


around the bathhouse issue, the worst- 
kept “‘secret’’ of the discovery of the 
AIDS agent offered some hope and excite- 
ment for all those privy to the news. Initial- 
ly, revelations of the discovery were guard- 
ed. One local researcher revealed that he had 
been warned not to talk to the media about 
the discovery, and all his communications 
with his contact in Washington, D.C. were 
by telephone to prevent written information 
from falling into the wrong hands. Calls to 
the Center for Disease Control (CDC) in 
Atlanta and the National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) in Washington obtained only denials 
about any imminent news about a new 
medical breakthrough. 
However, the rumors of an anticipated an- 
nouncement became so prevalent that they 


L: mid-April as local debate swirled 


finally spilled over into the media on April - 


18th with reports on the local TV news, in 
the local daily papers, and with statements 
from various AIDS organizations. Some 
reports announced a virus discovered by 
researchers in Paris; others noted a CDC 
virus; and still others revealed a NIH virus. 
A tardy news conference by Secretary 
Margaret Heckler of the Department of 
Health and Human Services intended to 
make everything official and final. It didn’t. 
Instead criticism followed of Americans’ 
assuming credit that belonged to the French, 
of unrealistic optimism about the develop- 
ment of a screening test and a vaccine, and 
questions of the importance of the discovery 
itself. 

What's behind the scientific jockeying for 
position? Are there two candidate viruses? 
Are they different names for the same 
retrovirus? What’s a retrovirus, anyway? 
Does this “‘light at the end of the tunnel’’ 

‘ prompt more personal attention on the light 
or on the length of the tunnel? 


T he two prominent viruses, touted as the 
causative AIDS agents, belong to a fami- 
ly of “retroviruses” first described in 1980 
by Dr. Robert Gallo, an internationally 
known researcher, and his associates at the 


National Cancer Institute (NCI) in 


Washington D.C. 

Retroviruses are so named because they 
reproduce “‘backwards”’ using an enzyme— 
“reverse transiptase’’—to infect a cell. This 
process is due to a peculiarity in the genetic 
information stored in the retrovirus. 
Retrovirus infection is known to cause 
leukemia lymphomas (cancers) and solid 
tumors in several species of animals; it’s also 
known to lead to T-cell malignancies in man. 
T-cells arevital to the normal functioning of 
the human immune system. 

Gallo and his associates at NCI isolated and 
identified in 1980 a specific group of 
retroviruses, the ‘‘Human T-cell Leukemia 
Virus (HTLV), from cells derived from Black 
American patients with adult T-cell malig- 
nant diseases. HTLV has since been found to 
be endemic in areas of Japan, as well as in the 
southeastern United States, substantial areas 
of Africa, and parts of South America and the 
Caribbean basin. Research has shown that 
6% (and sometimes as high as 37%) of adults 
are symptom-free carriers of the virus. 

In May of 1983 Science magazine publish- 
ed studies by Gallo and his colleagues that 
identified other variants, or “‘isolates’’ within 
the HTLV family. The same issue of Science 
contained a report of the discovery of yet 
another retrovirus, apparently related to the 
HTLV family, by French scientists working 
at the Institut Pasteur in Paris. The French 
named their virus ‘“‘Lymphadenopathy- 
Associated Virus’’ (LAV) because it was ob- 
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tained from patients with lymphadenopathy 
(swollen lymph glands), a condition that fre- 
quently precedes an AIDS diagnosis. 
Although Gallo continued his studies with 
the variants HTLV-1 and HTLV-2, neither of 
them yielded the conclusive evidence he 
needed. Gallo was reported at one time in the 
fall of 1983 to be considering dumping his 
focus on the HTLV family if new 
breakthroughs were not forthcoming. Early 
this Spring the French LAV candidate caught 
the attention of American researchers who 
thought it held the greater promise for being 
the AIDS causative agent. In March the 
French researchers agreed to collaborate 
with scientists at CDC in their studies of LAV. 
The CDC is separate from the National In- 
stitute of Health (NIH) in the federal health 
bureaucracy. In fact, many medical resear- 
chers note that the CDC and the NIH com- 
municate to each other only through medical 
journals. Dr. Gallo works for NIH in 
Washington. His work continued with 
HTLV, and he succeeded in isolating yet 
another variant, HTLV-3. The curreat (May

Educational Campaign for Safe Sex 


ational experts will gather in San 
Francisco the first week of May to 
develop a broad-based education 
campaign to encourage gay men to avoid 
high-risk sexual activities. Doctors Marcus 
Conant of UC San Francisco and Paul Volber- 
ding of SF General Hospital will convene the 
symposium, entitled ““The AIDS Epidemic: 
Development of Intervention Strategies for 
High Risk Behavior’ at UCSF on Friday, May 
4th at the UCSF campus. The conference will 
continue through Sunday noon, May 6th. 
According to symposium director Leon 
McKusick, MS, the purpose of the program 
is “to write a document; it’s not really a 
public event.”’ The symposium also aspires 
to offer a model program for use by cities and 
communities across the nation, not just San 
Francisco. 
The recent debate in San Francisco over 
sexual activity in the bathhouses has 
underscored the interest and concern of 
many health professionals over the role of 
high-risk sex in transmitting AIDS among gay 
men. There has been intermittent criticism 
during the last year that the Health Depart- 
ment and its contract agencies, e.g. the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, have not been 
aggressive enough in mounting a political 
campaign-style education effort to en- 
courage a change in sexual behavior among 


gay men. . 
Health Department officials and agency 


representatives have countered that the 


education efforts have been extensive with 
the distribution of tens of thousands of 
brochures, with frequent community 

}forums, and with AIDS information an- 

| nouNncements placed in the media. These ex- 

| perts have also suggested that a political cam- 
paign approach to public health eduation is 
inappropriate. 

The symposium is being sponsored by the 
UCSF AIDS Clinical Research Center with 
funding coming from the state government. 
McKusick said he expected the series of 
meetings over the three days to cost from 
$15,000 to $20,000. Mark Ilium, assistant to 
Dr. Conant, told Coming Up! that a number 
of private donations from airlines and hotels 
have kept down the cost of the conference. 

Invited participants include behavior 
change specialists from the Centers for 

Disease Control in Atlanta, the American 
Psychological Association, and researchers 


or the last three years the AIDS 
) epidemic has prompted intensified 

research into the complex workings 
of the body’s immune system. Numerous 
researchers have sometimes found that the 
increased research only led to more puzzling 
questions. For those wanting to understand 
the medical problems and the therapeutic 
treatments highlighted by AIDS, there has 
been a need to comprehend the overall im- 
mune system as well as the specifics of “‘T- 
cells,” ‘“‘lymphocytes,”’ ‘“‘lymph nodes,”’ 
‘“‘helper/suppressor cells.’’ Coupled with 
these terms are the tongue-twister named in- 
fections that threaten people with AIDS: not 
only “‘pneumocystis carinii pueumonia,”’ but 
also ‘“‘toxoplasma_ gondii,’ and 
““mycobacterium avium-intercellulare,’’ to 
name a few. 

An increased desire for knowledge—no 
matter how complex the science—has ac- 
companied the presence of AIDS in more and 
more lives. Those who follow the medical 
research have often experienced a sense of 
putting a puzzle together with all the pieces 
contributed by individual research studies. 


from Columbia University, New York City 
College, UCLA, UC Berkeley, and from the 
Universities of Texas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Washington. Once the work of the ex- 
perts is completed in draft form, a Media and 
Health Education Committee will develop 
advertising and health education strategies. 

Public relations and video specialists join 
this group, including the art director of New 
York’s J. Walter Thompson agency and 
James Holloran, MD, director of San Fran- 
cisco’s Shotwell Image Group. Peter Frisch, 
publisher of The Advocate, will also par- 
ticipate in this committee. 


S everal health professionals in San 
Francisco have questioned both the in- 
tent and the planning of the symposium. 
Some question gathering experts together to 
determine what behaviors will transmit AIDS 
and then how to best get gay men to change 
those behaviors. One official in the San Fran- 
cisco Department of Public Health com- 
mented that, “Their focus on changes to be 
made by gay men implies that few changes 
have already been made. They also suggest 
that AIDS is only a concern for gay men. 
What about the concerns of women, of IV 
drug users, of minorities?’’ This same official, 
who asked not to be named, declared, ‘‘For 
me, there’s an issue of class here. These par- 
ticipants will be mostly white, upper-class 
men making decisions for a broad spectrum 
of the population. I sense that the organizers 
are taking a ‘we know everything’ attitude, 
saying that ‘the rest of you haven’t done well, 
and we're going to take over.’”’ 

Leon McKusick, one of the authors of the 
widely-reported local study of gay male sex- 
ual activities, responded to these comments. 
He explained, “We looked for people who 
were medical professionals and specialists in 
the field of behavior change. In this society 
that means choosing mostly among white 
males.”’ He did acknowledge that a minori- 
ty representative had been added to each of 
the four committees. 

Minority representation wasn’t an initial 
concern for the program planners, according 
to Ed Morales, a local psychologist, gay 
health activist, and director of the newly- 
established AIDS Health Project. Morales told 
Coming Up! that he considered the sym- 
posium “‘basically a good idea; they're bring- 


Some of the Basics 


The body’s immune system has developed 
over millions of years into a complex 
mechanism that protects against disease. An 
acquired immune deficiency is a malfunction 
of that mechanism. Such malfunctions may 
be caused by viruses or cancers to drug 
therapies. ; 

Immune deficiency diseases disrupt the 
normal operation of one or both of the two 
divisions of the immune system: anti-body 
mediated immunity and cell-mediated im- 
munity. Each of these branches of the im- 
mune system can act alone or together to 
protect the body against disease. 

AIDS is primarily a defect in cell-mediated 
immunity; it involves a change in the normal 
ratio between two types of white blood cells, 
called “helper cells” and “‘suppressor cells.”’ 
For people with AIDS, the suppressor cells 
have exceeded the normal ratio which 
blocks a vital part of the immune functions 
that fight off infections. This imbalance of 
helper-suppressor cells (also called ‘‘T- 
helper’ and ‘‘T-suppressor’’ cells) makes a

ing specialists together who have worked on. 
behavior-change areas.’’ (Some of the ex- 
perts have developed programs to assist. 
clients with weight loss, cessation of smok- 
ing, and diet changes for specific medical 
problems, such as hypertension). 

Morales, however, noted that initially the 
symposium had no minority representation, 
although “40% of AIDS cases affect 
minorities.'’ When Morales first contacted. 
program plannets of the symposium with his 
complaints, he says he was told by McKusick 
that “‘there’s no more room for participants.” 
Morales responded with phone calls to 
Speaker Willie Brown’s office in Sacramen- 
to and to contacts within the American 
Psychological Association. Morales related 
that Brown's office and the APA contacted 
Dr. Marcus Conant urging inclusion of 
minority specialists and other local health 
experts. 

When Coming Up! asked McKusick about 
these complaints from Morales, he said, 
“That's been taken care of now.” Along with 
the minority representatives invited, in- 
cluding Morales, new additions also includ~ 
ed Gary Titus, AIDS coordinator for the 
Department of Public Health, and Lydia 
Temoshok, PhD, a UCSF researcher. © 

While Morales is now generally satisfied | 
with the symposium, he concluded, ‘“Why. 
should I have to go to these extremes to cor- 
rect others’ process and get a negative 
response from them? I’m simply reminding 
them of what needs to be done in the first 
place.” 


T symposium will feature sessions 
open to observers for comment and 
discussion, but the elements of the education 
campaign will be determined in closed ses- 
sions. McKusick explained, “the purpose of 
the closed meetings is to serve as a ‘think 
tank’ primarily composed of researcher and 
academicians.” Friday evening’s opening 
events—an introductory cocktail hour 
(6:30-7:30, UCSF Student Union on Par- 
nassus Avenue) and the opening remarks by 
the Honorable Willie Brown and Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein (7:30-8:15, UCSF Student 
Union) are open to oberservers. For more in-

One Year Later 


An interview with Bobby Reynolds 


n the future when AIDS is part of 

the social history of the lesbian 

and gay population, the communi- 
ty will most likely remember the Spring 
of 1984 as the time of the San Francisco 
Bathhouse controversy. There may also 
be recollections of April of 1984 as the 
month when definitive reports of the 
causative agent of AIDS surfaced. 

The Spring of 1983 was different: the 
AIDS hysteria hadn’t hit the newswires 
or T'V stations. Gays were mobilizing to 
grab the attention of the nation’s news 
media. A week of action was scheduled 
for May with a major event: the May 2nd 
Candlelight March. Letters and 
telegrams flooded offices of city, State, 
and federal officials. Many in San Fran- 
cisco were now saying that they knew 
someone who “had it.’’ There were 
nearly 200 diagnosed cases of AIDS in 
the city at the time. 

The April, 1983 issue of Coming Up! 
provided one of the first interviews with 
Bob Reynolds and Mark Wood. We 
spoke to Bob and Mark about the 
challenges they have faced since Bob’s 
diagnosis of AIDS in June of 1982: Bob 
Reynolds agreed to take a retrospective 
look with us at the year that passed and 
to discuss his present concerns and 
feelings. 

[Coming Up!|: Bobby, last month was 
very busy for you: a vacation in the Carib- 
bean and a celebration of your fifth an- 
niversary of being with Mark. 


[Bob Reynolds]: Five years! I’ve never 
been in a relationship that long. I’m in awe 
of that. And this is such a wonderful, incredi- 
ble relationship. It seems like we just met on 
the softball field the other day. 


Your diagnosis must have changed your 
life in nearly every way. Was Mark able to 
adapt to your changes? 


I think both of us have changed, but it 
seems like we have changed together. 


What's different in your life now as com- 
pared to a year ago? First of all, how is your 
health? 


I'm pretty healthy. A year ago I had 15 le- 
sions, but now only one is noticeable. The 
lesion that’s on my arm has almost disap- 
peared, and another on my arm is gone 
altogether. I haven’t had any cases of really 
bad opportunistic diseases. I had candida and 
it went away. I have a few rashes that are 
responding to different lotions and potions. 


Does your improved health make you a 
case for special research? 


God! I hope not! I couldn’t stand any more 
special attention. I think I get plenty of 
needles right now. I don’t think I want to be 
special. Paul (Dr. Volberding, co-director of 
the AIDS outpatient clinic at SF General) 
refers to me as his star patient. I guess that’s 
fine. I know others look to me as a symbol 
of hope, but it’s something that I don’t feel 
I have much control over. Sometimes I feel 
that everyone expects me to be the one to 
stay healthy. I don’t want to feel that if I do 
get sick that I’m letting everyone down. 


Do you feel more comfortable and confi- 
dent of your future? 


I don’t know, Michael. The ‘‘experts”’ are 
now saying we have four years to live after 
diagnosis, instead of the previous two. 
Sometimes I wonder when “‘it’s’’ going to 
hit, but I don’t dwell on the thought.

How ts the health of Mark? 


Pretty good. He’s been healthy as a horse, 
although some of his lab work is not always 
wonderful. He doesn’t have any swollen 
lymph nodes; and he hasn’t been ill except 
for an occasional cold. He feels very good 
about the direction of my health. He’s always 
been really confident about my recovery. 


Bobby, some major changes for you have 
been related to your work with the Shanti 
Project. You took the volunteer training 
with Shanti a year ago last February, and 
you've spoken at dozens of public forums 
and training sessions. How do you look at 
this momentum to your increasing public 
exposure and involvement? 


It seemed like things went in stages. My in- 
volvement increased when the time seemed 
right for me to be more involved. 


Last spring you were a volunteer helping 
out with Shanti. And now, in so many ways, 
you're identified as ‘‘Mr. Shanti.’’ Your role 
is much more developed, and now you're a 
spokesperson. 


It’s hard to hear that sometimes: I have 
been very involved with all of the people 
working with Shanti. I have a bond with 
them. I might have been the first person with 
AIDS that many of them have known. 

People keep telling me that I have this great 
impact on others. I don’t know what they 
mean. Sometimes I think I do, but I’m just 
me, “‘little Bobby Reynolds.”’ I do the same 
things I’ve done for years, but I guess I do 
them more openly now. I suppose I’m more 
expressive now. 


A friend of mine recently described you 
as “‘the boy next door.’’ He meant thatina 


_ very positive way. I think be perceives that 


quality as the source of your influence and 
impact. When I hear you speak before 
groups, I sense very few barriers surround- 
ing you. As a result I feel more vulnerable 
and open myself to your feelings, there’s lit- 
tle to block me from responding to you. You 
seem to have the ability to go straight to the 
heart, and that’s very powerful. 


I think I first became aware of my effect on 
people as a result of the Candlelight March 
last May. I realized that in some way | affected 
10,000 people. For two weeks afterwards I 
hid in my house. It was really scary. 

Many of the things I’ve done were forced 
upon me in a sense. Statements needed to be 
made and actions needed to be taken to pro- 
tect myself as a person with AIDS and to pro- 
tect my brothers. I’m not accustomed to put- 
ting myself out there like that. I like to sit in 
the corner and watch things go by. I didn’t 
want to stand up on a stage in front of 10,000 
people, but I needed to be there then. I need- 
ed to do that for myself and for others. 


Do thoughts of the march bring up 
anything else for you? 


I guess I’m having nostalgic feelings. 
Things were so loving and caring then when 
we were preparing for the march. There 
wasn’t so much divisiveness in the com- 
munity then. So I look back on that time 
nostalgically. More than half the guys who 
carried that banner [‘‘Fighting For Our 
Lives’’] down Market Street aren’t with us 
now, so there’s sadness for me. I thought 
about them recently during my trip to the 
Caribbean. I was on this ocean liner and at 
night I sometimes sat out on the deck, look- 
ing up at the stars. I was alone and I started 
thinking of those guys: Gary [Walsh] and 
Mark [Feldman] and the others. I thought of 
all of them sitting up there and planning their 
own candlelight march, and sitting there like

they're watching out for us in some way. I 
got this big smile on my face. It feels real 
good because I know that they are there. 


Last year at this time, about 200 men in 
San Francisco were diagnosed with AIDS. 
There was a need for some of them to speak 
out, to dispel the myths, to check the 
hysteria. And several did so: yourself, Bobbi 
Campbell, Dan Turner, Mark Feldman, 
Paul Castro, Paul Dague, Gary Walsh, and 


others. What about now when the AIDS - 


story is not so new? What role is there fora 
new person just diagnosed with AIDS? 


One of the reasons I pulled back from 
public activity last November was because I 
was feeling so raw. I found that my openness 
was just making me too raw constantly. 
Another of my reasons was because a 
number of newly diagnosed men had what 
I thought were valuable things to say. | 
wanted them to have a chance to say them. 

I’m someone who is frequently requested 
for speaking engagements as are a few others 
who have assumed public roles. I think 
we ve said what we have to say. It’s time for 
other guys to come out and speak and give 
us a different perspective. 

I think the community needs to be remind- 
ed that we’re here, that we’re not the bad 
guys, and we're not helpless victims. We’re 
contributing, worthy citizens.

Randy Shilts, and BAR editor Paul Lorch with 
his suggestion that people with AIDS bring 
only their calamity to share. with their 
brothers. They seem to have political agen- 
das when it comes to AIDS. I hate to see them 


making political footballs out of this disease. 


For the most part, I try to stay out of it, 
because I hate the political infighting. But I 
feel I'm forced to say, ‘‘Look, guys, it’s my 
life and the lives of my brothers and...’’ I 
don’t know, are we ever going to get them 
to understand, Michael? 

It just makes me very pissed off that we, 
the people with AIDS, become the bad guys 
in the midst of their political battles. When 
Shilts writes a sensational AIDS article, most 
of the readers of the Chronicle take his opin- 
ion as gospel. Just last month Shilts had an ar- 
ticle entitled ‘“‘The Nightmare of AIDS.” Even 
the headline puts all the onus on those of us 
with AIDS. All that energy that his articles stir 
up could be positive and benefit us rather 
than making our lives more difficult. 


The bathhouse controversy erupted here 
while you were on vacation. Have you 
become involved with the debate since your 
return? 


I’ve tried to keep a distance from this con- 
troversy. I believe that the baths should be 
left open for the purpose of education and 
as a social place for us to go. Again it seems 
like people are sitting back and pointing 
fingers and that people with AIDS are being 
made into scapegoats. I think a lot of this con- 
troversy was related to people with AIDS. I 
get so tired of being the one made wrong all 
the time. At the same time what irritates me 
about the bath owners is that they didn’t real-

Women Behind Bars

E veryone seems to love the San Francisco 
production of Women Behind Bars 
(WBB) which is finishing a successful run at 
the Alcazar Theatre. People in my personal 
universe rave about this ‘‘black and blue’”’ 
comedy. One friend even bought a WBB T- 
shirt and tastefully ripped off the sleeves. 
That’s love. Ithas been reviewed extensive- 
ly and reviewers throughout the Bay Area 
have used all the superlative accolades in my 
thesaurus. ‘‘Frenzied Comedy...”

WBB is perverse, the relationships are 
brutal, the institution is hateful and the sub- 
ject is extremely painful. But people laugh. 
The play works well for two main reasons, 
(1) the pacing, and (2) the characters. First, 
the play written by Tom Eyen and directed 
by Ron Link, is successful because it moves 
so rapidly that one does not have time to feel 
any of it. The plot is a whirlwind tour of 
prison horrors and emotional cannibalism 
that has the impact of touring wineries in 
Napa Valley.

arrior at Rest’ is the epitaph 
which adorns the tombstone of 


Jane Chambers. Truly, she was a warrior. The 


production of her play Last Summer at 
Bluefish Cove, currently at Theater on the 
Square, is a tribute to the outstanding work 
that Jane Chambers, who died last year of a 
brain tumor, produced in her lifetime. At the 
end of the play one can lok around and see 
that people are moved, applauding with tears 
in their eyes. Congratulations, Jane. 
Bluefish Cove is nota play about death and 
dying, although the lead character Lil, played 
by Susan Sullivan, is a young woman dying 
of cancer. Rather, Cove is a portrait of a les- 
bian family, a chosen family of women 
bound to each other by love, tolerance and 
understanding. As in any family there are 
arguments and grudges and unlikable rela- 
tions who have married into the group and 


| Daas Wilson’s 5th of July is a wonderful 
play in that grand American tradition, the 
heartwarming comedy about eccentric 
families, true to his time, of course, Wilson's 
family is both fractured and extended, spor- 
ting a childless matriarch, a gay male couple 
and a pill-popping nymphomaniac. 
Nonetheless, the feelings and message of the 
play are only slightly removed from those of 
You Can’t Take It With You or Ah, 
Wilderness! When the lights dim at the end 
of the Theatre Rhinoceros production, we 
feel all warm and toasty, having acknowledg- 
ed the foibles of our race, yet still proud to 
be a part of it. 

As with all such plays, the relationships are 
complicated though the plot is simple. The 
Talley clan has gathered at the old homestead 
in Lebanon, Missouri to celebrate the coun- 
try’s birthday—and to help Aunt Sally scat- 


are therefore tolerated. In her plays Cham- 
bers attempts to provide a positive picture of 
the lesbian lifstyle for the general public. In 
this she succeeds. 

Often critics will say that the writing of 
Chambers is thin, not fleshed out enough. 
Bah! Don't believe it. I see it as a particular 
writing style punctuating with one line (often 
loaded with wit) what more verbose writers 
could spend pages illustrating. I, for one, 
prefer the economy. 

The story of Bluefish Cove was written by 
Chambers before she knew she was dying, 
but, as the program notes explain, Chambers 
wrote before her death that art does, in fact, 
imitate life, and she knew then how true her 
play was. 

Lil lives at Bluefish Cove, and as everyone 
in the play knows, is in her last summer of 
life. Lil falls madly in love with Eva, an un- 
suspecting straight lady who has just left her 
husband. They are crazy abouyt each other. 
Lil, believing she has found something to live

ter her dead husband Matt’s ashes in the 
river. This spunky old woman is the same 
Sally about whom Wilson wrote Talley’s 
Folly, and once again she embodies the heart 
of the play. 

But the action hinges on her nephew, the 
gay Viet vet Jed, to whom Matt has left the 
deed to the house. Jed, disillusioned and 
disabled, is terrified of picking up the pieces 
of his life and wants to sell the place to his 
longtime college chum, Gwen, a raunchy 
heiress who craves a singing career. The 
device is one that Chekhov used to great ef- 
fect in his masterwork The Cherry Orchard: 
Will the Talley homestead, symbol of all that 
is golden and dear in our past, be sold to 
make way for the New Order? Chekhov's 
play ends with his family dissolved and the 
orchard about to be destroyed. Wilson 
chooses a more optimistic view, with the 
family basking together in a perfect sunset, 
their heritage intact. 

The wonders of the play don’t lie in the 
resolution of the plot; indeed, Wilson opts 
fora rather silly melodramatic climax to force 
Jed to his decision. What holds us rapt for the 
two acts is the fascinating, moving, idiosyn- 
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for, convinces herself she will not die. This 
is Sullivan’s brightest moment. Our collec- 
tive audience heart breaks when we hear Lil’s 
enthusiastic denial,of her impending death. 
At that moment Sullivan fully embodies her 
role, and her character’s love of life and emo- 
tional vigor come shining through. . 

But (and you know there’s always a but), 
you would think that two people so very 
much in love would kiss each other. Lesbian 
culture is a warm and affectionate one, 
however this easy-going warmth is lacking 
in the play. I counted only three pats on the 
head and three-and-a-half pats on the butt. 
These particular physical displays are rarely 
seen in the lesbian community. Despite this 
incongruity, the play holds together and re- 
mains a moving experience. 

Lee Garlington as Rae deserves special at- 
tention, for she delivers a first-rate perfor- 
mance. Ms. Garlington is a whole character, 
on 100% of the time without upstaging her 
colleages; no easy feat. With the sparse 
writing style of the author this takes a com- 
manding talent. Lee Garlington has that kind 
of talent. 

Joan Pringle as Rita also displays a great 
deal of talent. She is wonderfully expressive 
and spontaneous. It would have been in- 
teresting to see Ms. Pringle in the role of An- 
nie, a part more suited to her abilities. In the 
role of Annie we have Nora Heflin, an actress 
too young for her part; still she manages the 
wise and witty Annie very well indeed. 
Rounding out the cast are Katherine Cortez 
as Eva, Camilla Carr as Kitty, Winifred Man 
as the affluent Sue, and Sara Langenfeld as her 
golddigging lover. I must mention that poor 
Sarah has been sabotaged by the costume 
designer. Spoiled and bratty as the character 
is, Langefeld manages to gain our sum- 
pathies. That’s as it should be. 

Last Summer at Bluefish Cove isa warm, 
funny, uplifting piece of theater. It does what 
theater should do: encourage the human 
spirit and inspire us to a more fulfilling life.

T* Good Fight, now playing at the Surf 
Theater, is a wonderfully warm film 
about American women and men who in 
1936 left the safety of the United States, 
travelled to Spain, and joined the war against 
fascism. Who were they? Why did they go? 
What did they experience in the war? The 
answers to these questions unravel through 
the personal accounts and historical film 
clips that comprise The Good Fight. 

In 1931 King Alphonso’s reign gave way 
to a peoples’ government in Spain, but the 
popular government toppled in 1934 when 
Franco’s fascists staged a coup. Good-bye 
freedom; good-bye justice. Sound familar? 

This atrocity was no secret. The United 
States knew what was happening in Spain. 
Americans knew that the people’s 
democracy was being crushed by the fascist 
military, but the United States government

yawned and spouted a non-interventionist 
policy. Well, almost. Ford and General 
Motors did send Franco's fascists trucks, and 


Texaco did send them oil. 


Thousands of Americans were Outraged by 
the apathetic attitude of their government, 
and 32,000 of them were so enraged that 
they enlisted in the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade, an international force comprised of 
volunteers from 52 countries. They were 
willing to risk their lives to take a personal 
stand against Hitler, Mussolini and Franco. 

What makes the Good Fight such a 
wonderful film is its personal perspective. 
The film is devoid of rhetoric. We are not 
subjected to party lines or a more-political- 
than-thou righteousness. What we see are 
work-a-day people of all backgrounds and 
races, standing up for their convictions. But 
convictions isn’t even the right word: These 
men and women realized the suffering of 
other human beings, and they did something 
about it.

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heavy-handed approach. In one scene the 
camera focuses on an amputated limb anda 
male voice commands ‘‘Don’t look away.”’ 
I found this authoritarian approach to be self- 
defeating. This bit of propagandizing seem- 
ed out of place in an otherwise sensitive 
work.

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cratic ways in which Wilson’s characters 
relate to each other. Like so many of us, they 
are loud when they should be soft, 
Outspoken when they should be subtle, 
mean when they should be tender. Yet they 
are always eager to connect, to help each 
other struggle toward meaning and joy. That 
they fail as often as they succeed is honest 
and believable. It’s interesting to note that 
the themes of two of this year’s most suc- 
cessful films surface with equal power in this 
older piece. The status of the sixties genera- 
tion is explored with far more awareness and 
clarity here than in the dishonest Big Chill. 
And the complexities of mother-daughter 
relationships is treated from a different angle 
than that taken in Terms of Endearment. 
But it’s with this latter subject that Wilson 
makes his biggest mistake. He apparently 
means for the character of Shirley, Jed’s 
teenaged niece, to provide the same kind of 
comic relief as did Chekhov’s servant 
characters. A precocious youngster with 
dreams of greatness, Shirley is never allow- 
ed one simple and unaffected moment; the 
result is that she becomes cloying and dread- 
fully predictable. When I saw the PBS pro- 
duction, I had thought the problem lay with 


the actress playing Shirley; however, wat- . 


ching Rae Cardwell’s credible performance 
create exactly the same effect indicates that 
the fault lies in the writing. 

Indeed, comparing the Rhinoceros pro- 


_ duction of 5th of July to the all-star PBS ver- 


sion reminded me of what a vibrant and 
fulfilling experience live theatre can be. PBS 
provided better actors, a better director, and 
a better set. But watching its show in my liv- 
ing room gave the entire enterprise a sterile, 
even dead, feeling. There was no audience 


' to share with, to laugh with, to be with, and 


the actors were playing in a void. Although 
the Rhinoceros production has many faults, 
it is a passable interpretation of a difficult 


play. 


Wilson’s forte is his ability to paint a 
naturalistic picture in the style of Seurat: Each 


. dramatic moment, like each spot of color, 


reveals very little, yet taken together—and 
viewed at some distance—the moments 
create a vivid tapestry of dramatic power. 
What is essential for the actors and director 
to understand is that each moment needs to 
be small for the final effect to be large. Direc- 


' tor Joe Cappetta has unwisely encouraged his 


actors to punch each moment broadly. 
Valerie Crawford as Gwen, for example, 
doesn’t trust the values implicit in her 
character and plays tawdry lines trashily, 
without subtlety or suggestion. The audience 
isn’t allowed to discover anything for itself 
and feels cheated in the end. Chris Toomey 


, as Jed and, particularly, Steve Dart as his 


lover and Duran Garcia as a hilariously dense 
itinerant musician are more successful, rely- 
ing more on Wilson’s words to create their 
inner lives. d 

Cappetta made another mistake in casting 
Joseph Christensen as the _ witty, 
manipulative John, Gwen’s lover. The play 
only works if the actor possesses extraor- 
dinary charisma, oozing sexual energy. A 
Richard Gere might make us believe in John’s 
power; Christensen lacks such essential 
characteristics, and the crucial tension that 
drives the play to its finish is lacking. 

Capetta also allowed his designer John 
Wullbrandt to get away with only a partially 
successful set. Wullbrandt creates a magical 


effect by making it seem that the entire stage _ 


has moved into the (nonexistent) wings: 
When we return for the second act, we are 
amazed to find the previously tiny front 
porch now dominating the view. But he has 
crammed too much onto the treacherously 
shallow Rhinoceros stage, forcing awkward 
blocking and diminishing many of the 
confrontations. 

The play runs through May 13, and by the 
time you read this, many of the play’s faults 
could be diminished as the actors learn from 
experience. If you have never seen 5th of Ju- 
ly, or if you’ve only seen it on TV, I recom- 
mend you take a chance and see it at Theatre 
Rhinoceros.

eslia Whitfield has ahome. This 

superbly talented purveyor of 

contemporary love songs is 
now ensconced in her own little bower at 
Buckley’s Bistro & Bar on Gough. She sings 
for your supper—or late night cocktails—at 
9:30 and 11 p.m., every Friday and Saturday. 
And, if last weekend was any indication of 
her attraction, best to make reservations! 

Weslia sets high standards for herself. She 
only sings the best songs by the best com- 
posers. She may well know more fine tunes 
than any singer west of Manhattan, and when 
she chooses to reprise some old show- 
stoppers, it’s an occasion. Last Friday she 
reached deep into her songbag and pulled 
out a plum, ‘‘Sleepin’ Bee,’ a wondrously 
simple ballad from Harold Arlen’s House of 
Flowers. 

She caresses every lyric with intelligence, 
humor, and joy, and it’s obvious she takes 
great delight in the songs she sings. Her love- 
ly soprano wears a great big smile. 

Opening the evening with ‘“‘Taking a 
Chance on Love,” she. then waxed 
philosophical with a medley of “When Your 
Lover Has Gone,” and “I Get Along Without 
You Very Well.’’ Her treatment of “‘Lazy 
Afternoon” was exquisite, and she followed 
this with a tribute to our freakish weather, a 
medley of ‘‘Spring Will be a Little Late This 
Year,” and “‘Spring is Here.’’ The set of oldies 
but goodies included her special rendition of 
Fats Waller’s ‘Honeysuckle Rose.” 

Weslia’s next album should be called 
‘Songs to Fall in Love To.”’ She creates the 
proper ambience—the rest is up to you. Mike 
Greensill on piano and Donald Bennett on 
bass did themselves proud.

Reginald McDonald 


Monday night a week ago Reginald 
McDonald premiered his Harold Arlen 
songbook, ‘Sweet and Hot,” at the Plush 
Room. It was an ambitious undertaking. After 
having enjoyed the intimate quality of his 
evenings at Fanny’s on a number of occa- 
sions, I wasn’t quite prepared for the newer, 
bigger sound. In addition to some of the 
more obvious Arlen ‘‘biggies’’ from such 
movies as ‘‘A Star is Born”’ and ‘‘Wizard of 
Oz,”’ much of the evening was given to many 
of the composer’s lovely but seldom-heard 
tunes from his Cotton Club and Broadway 
days. McDonald’s first big number, after a 
medly intro, was ‘“‘Stormy Weather.”’ The 
sound was big and solid but seemed to lack 
the emotional content that the singer instills 
in his romantic ballads. His ‘“‘Come Rain or 
Come Shine”’ was particularly well done, and 
he did an especially beautiful reading of ‘‘I 
Had Myself a True Love.” The latter number 
was sung about a male lover and some of the 
other songs also involved lyrics sung to or 
about a male. I always find this slightly 
disconcerting. It’s O.K. for the gay club cir- 
cuit....but there’s a big world out there! 

One of McDonald’s most effective songs 
was the touching ‘‘I Never Has Seen Snow.”’ 
He put the mike aside and sang directly to the 
audience, simply and tenderly. On numbers 
like ‘“‘Snow”’ and ‘‘Right as the Rain’’ his 
phrasing is impeccable and his interpretation 
shines with understanding. 

I know very little about Arlen (except from 
his shows) and would have liked more infor- 
mative continuity. McDonald seemed 
somewhat nervous and rushed when he did 
offer some gossipy tidbits. But it was open- 
ing night, and he was carrying a lot on one 
pair of shoulders. Musical Director John 
Walko was on keyboards, Gaelan McKenna 
on percussion, and Joe McKinley on bass.

New Lesbian Writers | 


New Lesbian Writing, an anthology edited 
by Margaret Cruikshank, Grey Fox Press, 
200 pages, 1984.

Ac anthology offers readers a unique 
invitation to sample a wide variety of 


writing; a good anthology further invites the 
readers’ active involvement in reflecting on 
the experience of a diverse group of con- 
tributors. New Lesbian Writing, edited by 
Margaret Cruikshank, is just such an 
anthology. 

Bringing together the work of 35 women, 
each with a voice distinctly her own,- 
Cruikshank has done a wonderful job of 
selecting and arranging material in this ex- 
citing and eclectic collection. The works 
range stylistically from the experimental (Lin- 
da Jean Brown’s “‘jazz dancin’ wif mama,”’ 
Beth Brant’s dream-like narrative ‘‘A Simple 
Act’’) to the conventional (an essay by Jane 
Rule responding to her critics; 
autobiographical excerpts by the Canadian 
poet Elsa Gidlow). Some traditional forms are 
put to new uses: Suniti Namajoshi entertains 
and instructs with a lesbian sensibility in her 
feminist fables; alove poem by M.S. Andrews 
imitates the structural form of a fugue. 

Many of the selections are the work of 
local authors (Karen Brodine, Pamela Gray, 
Ida VSW Red, Janine Canan, and Canyon 
Sam), and a surprising number of women 
now living in Canada are represented. The

contributors are of diverse backgrounds: 
there are selections by Native American, 
Black, Chinese American and Jewish les- 
bians; women from India, Jamaica and 
Australia; lesbians over 65, lesbian mothers, 
working class lesbians and lesbian academi- 
cians. The collection is unified not only by 
the lesbianism of its contributors but also by 
their skill as writers. 

The poetry section which begins the book 
sets a tone of playful and affirmative self- 
reflection which is echoed throughout. Mar- 
tha Courtot observes in her poem “‘Lesbian 
Bears”’ 


...[ have seen lesbian plums which cling to 
each other 
in the tightest of monogamous love 


and I have watched lesbian pumpkins 
declare the whole patch their playground 
profligate & dusky 

their voices arouse something in us 
which is laughting 


ah, everything is lesbian which loves itself 

Iam lesbian when I really look in the mirror 

the world is lesbian in the morning & the 
evening 

only in mid-afternoon does it try to pretend 
otherwise... 


admit it 
yourself 


you too would like to love 


Other poems explore the themes of identiy, 
partnership, transition, family and communi- 
ty. Many of them, like Audrey Ewart’s 
‘Beneath My Hands,” celebrate sensuality:

full and round 

will you tremble 

as I range over your hills

The poetry/prose division of the book is 
visually effective but slightly deceptive, since 
many of the ‘‘prose”’ pieces, like Paula Gunn 
Allen’s ‘‘The Back Rub,” are essentially 
lyrical. Separating the poetry and prose sec- 
tions is a third section with wonderful 
photographs of the contributors. 

A fascinating piece by Barbara Deming 
recalls her travels in Greece in the 1950's 


from her perspective 20 years later. In longer 
autobiographical selections, Elsa Gidlow, 
Monika Kehoe and Mary Meigs reflect on 
their recognition of their own lesbianism and 
its reception by others. I found these selec- 
tions to be particularly moving. They are a 
powerful reminder that there were lesbians 
leading affirmative, satisfying and uncom- 
promising lives—despite considerable social 
disapproval—long before the women’s 
movement of the 1970’s. 

Two short pieces—a story by Ethel 
Florence Lindsay Richardson never before 
published in the United States, and a new 
translation of Renee Vivien’s ‘‘Prince Char- 
ming,’ break the continuity of the collection 
and seem to have been included more to in- 
crease the breadth of the anthology than for 
their Own intrinsic merits. 

Lesbian writers today have the historical- 
ly unprecedented opportunity of writing for 
publication with an audience to whom their 
lesbianism does not need to be explained or 
defended. Thus, the selections in New Les- 
bian Writings are not primarily devoted to 
analyzing the experience of being a lesbian. 
Instead they tend to take that experience for 
granted and leave the task of analysis large- 
ly in the hands of the reader. 

Because of the brevity of its selections, the 
diversity of experience it details, and the 
gentleness of its tone, this book would make 
a good present for family members and 
friends. 

An excellent bibliography and notes on re- 
cent developments in lesbian publishing will 
come as an unexpected surprise to the 
general reader. Originally conceived as a 
resource for the lesbian & gay literature and 
women’s studies classes Cruikshank teaches 
at San Francisco City College, New Lesbian 
Writing clearly transcends its original intent. 
Its spirit of self-acceptance, insight, humor 


_ and joyfulness will make this wonderful col- 


lection a lasting source of delight, one to 
which readers will want to return again and 
again. 


ILMS. Some of my friends are crazy 

about films. I can take them or leave 

them, generally, but I saw some in- 
teresting Ones in the recent Film Festival. The 
Terence Davies Trilogy, about life in Irish 
Catholic, working-class Liverpool, catches 
that horrifying repression of not just sexuali- 
ty but any JOY in life, that reality non- 
Catholics sometimes find hard to believe. 
The Trilogy covers the life ofa gay man from 
childhood to old age, and won’t let the au- 
dience off the painful hook except for occas- 
sional laughs in the third part. Only for the 
aesthetically tough! 

I had filmmaker Terence Davies as a house 
guest, quite by accident, and he proved to be 
a soft-spoken man of very strong opinions, 
who said he wasn’t in the gay scene in 
England, largely because he didn't feel he 
could compete in the sexual marketplace. 
But the filmmaker got some overtures from 
at least one fan while here. San Francisco has 
a thousand appetites, including some who 
prefer the Aubrey Beardsley type to the Colt 
model. 

The French film L’Homme Blesse (The 
Wounded Man), features a remarkable per- 
formance by Jean-Hugues Anglade as a 
young man coming to terms with 
homoerotic feelings, but doing so in the en- 
vironment of a sleazy railroad depot, amidst 
violent hustlers and pathetic married tea- 
room johns. It’s hardly what we'd like to see 
on ‘‘Evening Magazine”’ as Gay Life, but it is 
fascinating in its sordidness. The ending is 
unnecessary and melodramatic, but it’s a film 
to see for those who know enough to realize 
that this is not Gay Life, only part of it. 

Seventeen, the film that PBS wanted to 
censor, proved to be a devastating cinema 
verite look at teenage life in Muncie, Indiana. 
The kids are mindless, rude, ignorant, and 
condemned to repeat the errors of those who 
have gone before them. Again, this film 
doesn’t represent the whole reality of 
American life, but for those who might think 
it does, it would seem that this is a culture

that doesn’t deserve to exist, so sterile and 
stupid it appears to be. 

PLAYS. I was once again ticked off by the 
review of a play by the second-string critic 
of the Chronicle, because I was at the same 
performance of The Margaret Ghost at the 
Berkeley Rep and saw quite a different reali- 
ty. The play was enjoyable, especially the 
witty first act, and deserves to be seen. But 
the most widely-read review would make 
you think the play was dull.

\ } ho among us of the Gay male pop- 

ulation hasn't, at some point, enter- 
tained the fantasy of being locked up in a 
prison of sex-starved six-footers? Imagine the 
possible combinations! Consider the 
scenario—a multitude of lonely, horny men 
avid for one another. Perhaps an especially 
striking guard or two might join the festivities 
while still in tight-fitting uniform. What’s the 
problem here? Embellishment. 

Prisons do not require all inmates be Tom 
Selleck clones. Guards are not bronzed, 
suitably biceped and bisexual Hollywood 
stand-ins for leading men. (They most like- 
ly wear wrinkled, baggy pants.) Cells are not 
the manacle and sling-outfiteed playrooms 
found in the more engage of leathermen con- 


human mind! Be sure to catch this team next 
time they perform. 

The Ashland Oregon Shakespeare Festival 
is on again, and if you crave a change of pace, 
with pretty countryside and well-performed 
theater, you might consider the eight hour 
drive or a plane trip up there. I saw a very 
good Troilus and Cressida, with costumes 
reminiscent of those in the movie The Road 
Warrior. This production makes no bones 
about the hombsexual relationship between 
Achilles and Patroclus; and Pandarus, the go- 
between for the leading lady and her boyish 
lover, is played with decided camp over- 
tones. Nobody is very admirable, all in all, 
and several scenes are verbose as hell—but 
when the play flies, it really soars. 

Noel Coward's Hay Fever gets a very fine 
production at Ashland as well, with the ec- 
centric Bliss family entertaining a group of 


dos. The rapes and assorted brutalities that 
happen in prison on a regular basis do not 
follow the choreographic dictates of writers 
for those monthly male periodicals that often 
idealize cops in cartoon cariacture with 
cocks as impressive as the night sticks they 
fondle. Prisons punish. 

‘Faction’? can be compelling and _ il- 
luminating. Re-read Truman Capote’s much- 
lauded In Cold Blood for verification. But 
Capote sought to dissectthe human heart, 
trace the maze of neural synapses, spark the 
reader into an understanding of why men

hate, harm, destroy. The author’s goal was 
noble. 

Robert N. Boyd, on the other hand, blends 
fact and fiction to titillate, to tickle the libido. 
In a lengthy introduction the writer feels the 
need to defend his project against possible 
criticism. ‘“‘The publisher and I agree to in- 
clude fiction and non-fiction side by side, 
because the whole picture of male-male sex 
behind bars cannot be fully painted by just 
one or the other of those two literary 
avenues. Most anthologies are devoted to 
either fiction exclusively or to non-fiction; 
so the reader may well ask himself why this 
one is acombination. While reading, he may 
wonder where the truth leaves off and the 
imagination takes over.”’ 

In this preface Boyd reveals the problem 
of this enterprise. What is the purpose of 
tampering with fact? To heighten dramatic 
tension? To assist in the pursuit of 


verisimilitude? Or to compartmentalize and — 


glamorize the sexual couplings that occur 
behind bars?

Fanny’s is now not only one of the best in 
its area, but ne ofthe best bargains as well. 
Even the dining room service is improving, 
after a spell of being somewhat “‘iffy.”’ 

Dinner guests are given discounted admis- 
sion to the cabaret afterwards, and the per- 
formances in the little showbar seem to be 
enjoying a better attendance than ever, 
capably planned and managed by Lon Thor- 
nhill (owner).and Ralph Michaels (entertain- 
ment coordinator). 

There are several restaurants in the Castro 
neighborhood to cover, and I’ve been keep- 
ing up, but space doesn’t permit. We'll get 
to more of them soon; this month, Fanny’s, 
under its creative new management, has im- 
pressed me most. 


_ It’s a pity that I cannot recommend this 
volume to readers. The writing by Robert N. 
Boyd is good, very good. In addition, he tries 
to be thorough. The glossary of prison slang 
that he provides and translates into accep- 
tably clarifying idiom amazes in its scope and 
quasi-poetic power. ‘‘Now that all you 
headhunters have finished scoping this fag 
mag, hit the streets and book a roscoe. Jam 
some fish; turn someone Out; burn some 
coal; cop a deuce—or hit the baths and cop 
a dimet If you've got long priors for scoping 
loggerheads in T-rooms, try scoring some 
cakes in a disco. Fuck a bunch of clean time; 
go for the whole nine yards. Spend some 
ducats and get wasted. Eat some fresh meat; 
it’s good for you. If you score some trouser 
trout and bring it home, make sure you've 
got long zu-zu’s and wam-wam’s. Go do it, 
headhunters! And whip a whammer for me, 
all you j/o freaks!” After this introductory 
parodic exercise, initiating us to prison 
idiom, Boyd manages to naturally integrate 
such slang into his dialogue sentences. 

The author even engages in classifying the 
variety of sexual possibilities available to the 
incarcerated: whore and pimp, tip bitch, jock 
and sissy, old man and kid, man and wife, 
freelancer. He then clarifies with graphic ex- 
amples of each type of configuration. 

But the basic difficulty remains. No mat- 
ter how often the author alerts his audiences 


to the real horrors of prison life, the por-* 


nographic passages he writes so skillfully dull 
the reality of incarceration. The men 
depicted having sex are well-hung (there’s 
always a measurement given to the nearest 
inch), fairly to extremely attractive, macho, 
musucular hunks. Even handsome and 
especially horny guards on duty join in the 
uninhibited fun. 

The writer realizes that the jack-off 
scenarios he creates diminish the barbaric 
conditions of prison life. His disclaimers, 
tucked within the volume, are a feeble effort 
to justify such writing. ‘‘As long as men put 
their fellow men in cages, sex in prison will 
exist. Men will seek other men for sexual 
release. Some will go to those who are will- 
ing and more than anxious; some will try to 
force or coerce others; and some will rape, 
especially if judges continue to sentence 
boys to men’s prisons. I have no moral to 
preach. I simply set out to chronicle the 
stories I knew—to tell it like it is. Believe me, 
even for an out-front gay man, sex really is 
better outside than it is in here.”’ Yet, the next 
page offers us another succulently ‘“‘stiff 
piece of meat...swollen to larger propor- 
tions’’ to ponder, to purr over. 

Sex Behind Bars scares and seduces 
simultaneously, an unsettling seduction 
always primary. One witnessses a gang rape 
of someone too attractive or naive. The next 
moment One comes across the silhouette of 
a guard requesting a hardened con's 
stereotypically perpetual hard-on or tight 
hole. Facts? Telling it like it is? Robert Boyd's 
excursion Claims to demystify prison life. 
However, this journey glamorizes the at- 
tempts of the protagonist and others to make 
the most of available ‘‘meat”’ in an appalling, 
dehumanizing existence behind bars. In this 
process of ‘exposing’ prison life, the writer 
bares his own impulse to exploit our sexual 


fantasies at the expense of those who do the 
suffering daily.

There seems to be a great deal of confu- 
sion when medical doctors speak out public- 
i). Are they voicing individual personal opi- 
nions or are they offering medical ra- 
tionales based on scientific evidence? I sup- 
pose it’s difficult to be perceived as a doc- 
tor 24 hours a day. 


Sort of like it’s difficult to be person with 
AIDS 24 hours a day. 


Do you see any other controversies in the 


future? 


There’s talk on the state level of quarantin- 
ing people with AIDS. I have trouble letting 
that into my consciousness at this time. I 
think those of us with AIDS have a moral 
responsibility to inform our sex partners of 
our diagnosis, and I can also understand peo- 
ple’s reluctance to face up to: that; to-face 
more rejection. It’s frightening that a quaran- 
tine may happen, that a law may be passed 
sometime or that we might have to wear a 
purple star on our forehead, ora purple “A” 
for AIDS. 1984 and Big Brother. It seems all 
too real right now. 

What I hope is that after all the hell we as 
individuals and as a community are going 
through that some good will come of this. | 
keep hoping that there will be a silver lining 
behind some of these issues. 


Have you seen this happen with the 
bathhouse debate? 


No, I haven’t. I’m still looking. 


There has been increased discussion of 
civil rights and what that means to each of 
US. 


I remember when | was growing up in San 
Francisco and I was just coming out. I 
remember Larry Littlejohn and the Society 
for Individual Rights and the great 
achievements that they made in making my 
life a whole lot easier as a gay man today. I 
was just so blown away that he talked about 
filing his initiative. Here is this man who was 
such a forerunner of gay rights...it’s just hard 
to believe that this is the same man 20 years 
later. 

Sometimes I wonder why I even try. 
Month after month after month, Bobbi and 
Dan and Gary and Mark and Paul and I put 
ourselves out there. And month after month 
we had fingers pointed at us and we opened 

ourselves up to the world to help educate, 
and sometimes that seems all for nothing. 


What were your thoughts when you heard 
the reports of the isolation of the AIDS 
agent?

making process. The list of proposed de- 
manids will be sent to supportive organiza- 
tions around the country. After feedback, the 
demands will be finalized. 

The list of demands is an incomplete litany 
of the oppression of Lesbian and Gay people. 
We can demand laws ending discrimination 
in child custody, inemployment, or in hous- 
ing, but winning legal victories does not heal 
an unnecessary injustice. We can repeal anti- 
Lesbian/Gay laws and punish those who 
violently attack us, but it is the homophobia 
which caused the laws and attacks which 
ultimately must be removed. 

There is a direct correlation between the 
knowledge that people have of Lesbian and 
Gay people and their support for our equali- 
ty. Inthe ‘‘No on 6” campaign, polls show- 
ed that voters who knew any Lesbians and 
Gay Men were far more likely to support Our 
equal rights than those who did not. In short, 
the battle to end homophobia is partly 
political and partly educational. 

In 10 weeks we have the opportunity to 
reach both the leadership of the most power- 
ful political party in the nation and hundreds 
of millions of average citizens. Of the hun- 
dreds of millions, 10 percent are Lesbian or 
Gay. We must speak out as forcefully and ar- 
ticulately as possible when the attention of 
the world comes to San Francisco for five 
short days this summer. Join us. Support the 
National March for Lesbian/Gay Rights, and 
help us make history. 


‘Well over the last two years, I've heard lots 
of reports that didn’t develop, that just came 
to naught. I think I will just sit back and wait. 
ly respond until they got their backs up 
against the wall. Only then did many of them 
take actions to basically save their asses. 

I'm also upset about the involvement of 
some of the doctors in this issue. I guess I 
have conflicting views about doctors. Part of 
me wonders how they can see these men die 
week after week, and treat them and see so 
many of them die. How do they handle that 
on a personal level and how do they deal 
with the anger and frustration? Some of them 
seem to take their anger and frustration out 
into the political arena. My feeling and belief 
is that these men really care, that they’re real- 
ly sincere, but I think they belong in the 
hospitals trying to develop research and try- 
ing to help us live day to day. What I see them 
doing is joining with the politicians to make 
AIDS a political football. What I see happen- 
ing is that they haven’t been getting their way 
in the gay community, so they run off to the 
straight press and cause this big hoopla, and 
then we all have to run around and pick up 
the pieces and try to do the best we can with 
it because so much has been scattered and 
shattered. I don’t have any answers but it 
sure is frustrating. 

You spoke earlier of being more ex- 
pressive of your feelings. AIDS confronts us 
with so much emotion along wtth 
everything else. Some gay men have told me 
that being emotional has challenged their 
sense of being masculine, of thetr masculine 
self-image. 


I confronted some of that. I’ve always 
been an emotional person, but now it seems 
to have become heightened. But after a lot 
of thought, I recognize that I’m o.k., and that 
it’s society that puts all these emotional stric- 
tures on us. I know who I am and I know 
how I respond—and it’s with feelings that are 
very basic and very human. 

My lover Mark copes very differently from 
me. His responses are usually much less emo- 
tional, but I certainly know he feels these 
things very strongly. I’ve learned that there’s 
no one correct way to respond to these 
circumstances. 


We've both had a good friend die recent- 
ly. And in the few days following that death 
there were two Others we both knew who 
died. There gets to be an emotional overload 
and a limit to how much feeling we can re- 
spond with. You've experienced this over 
and over during the last two years. 


And I’ve come up against my limits. I feel 
the losses each time, but sometimes I can’t 
react right away. What I’ve learned for 
myself is that it’s very important to be gen- 
tle with myself, to not push myself beyond 
my limits all the time. 

Sometimes I don’t know how I do it. I’ve 
faced deaths of loved ones in my family. I 
think I’m handling it well. When death 
touches close to home, it becomes very real. 
It reminds me of my mortality, but I don't 
dwell on the negative. I have very fond 
memories of the more than 55 men I've 
known who have died of AIDS. Some of 
them were very close to me, others less so. 
But they're all part of my life. Each time one 
of them left, they took a little part of my heart 
with them. But they also left a little of 
themselves with me. So I sometimes sit and 
think of all my friends; and I see their smiles, 
their laughs, and I remember the good times. 


In the midst of all this emotion and great 
expenditures of energy, what makes you 
happy, Bobby? What makes little Bobby 
Reynolds excited? 


Blond sailors! 

Different things get me excited. I’m ex- 
cited about the work I’m doing to develop 
some written information for guys who are 
newly diagnosed with AIDS. I’m excited 
about the contributions other people are 
making. 

I really think I take time now to enjoy 
things that I once took for granted. I’ve been 
so excited waiting for my spring bulbs in the 
back yard to bloom—the daffodils and the 
fresias. Every day | look at them and their 
progress. 

I allow myself time to sit and wonder, to 
be in awe at the wonder Of life. 
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person with AIDS susceptible to infections 
which people with normally-functioning im- 
mune systems would not get. 

Some of these diseases or opportunistic in- 
fections include those caused by protozoa 
(single-celled animals) including pneumocys- 
tis carinii pneumonia, by fungi (“‘candida”’ or 
“thrush’’) and by bacteria (mycobacterium 
avium-intracellulare), and by viruses 
(cytomegalovirus, CMV). 

A great number of research studies are 
now tracking the causes of AIDS. When 
results are available, the work is usually 
published in one of a half-dozen medical 
science journals. The following reports of 
research studies are a few of the most promis- 
ing recently published. 


Local AIDS Patients 
Contribute to Interleukin-2 STudies 


Re from tests of the newly-available inter- 
leukin-2 substance proves encouraging for 
the possible improvement of impaired immune 
systems. Patient samples of anumber of local peo- 
ple with AIDS contributed to the promising study 
conducted by Jeffrey D. Lifson and colleagues 
from the Department of Pathology at Stanford 
Medical Center and fromthe Cetus Corporation 
in Emeryville. As reported in the March 3 Ist issue 
of the British medical journal, Lancet, Lifson and 
associates tested the ability of the recombinant 
DNA-derived interleukin-2 to enhance in-vitro 
(‘‘test-tube’’) immune responses of AIDS patients. 
Recombinant DNA is a process using “‘gene- 
splitting’’ to reproduce transplanted genetic 
material which, in turn, allows for the isolation 
and examination of properties and actions of 
specific genes. 

The new study showed interleukin-2 partly 
reconstituting the deficient immune responses of 
lymphocytes (white blood cells, lymph cells) from 
patients with AIDS. 

The researchers studied 16 gay men, aged 
28-57, diagnosed with AIDS, having a primary in- 
fection of either Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS) or 
Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP). Ten age- 
matched healthy heterosexual men served as con- 
trols. All the AIDS patients showed an absolute 
decrease in the number of ‘‘helper’’ T-cells pre- 
sent. The study reports, ‘‘Of the immune 
responses studied, NK [natural killer] activity was 
most consistently affected by rIL-2.’’ The 
interleukin-2 ‘‘augmented the NK activity of all 
AIDS patients studied, and, toa lesser extent, the 
NK activity of the 10 normal controls.’’ There ap- 
peared to be no correlation between response to 
rIL-2 and primary manifestations of AIDS (KS or 
PCP). The researchers conclude, ‘‘The fact that all 
patients showed some improvement in most of 
the [samples] tested, irrespective of age, duration 
of disease, severity of disease at the time of testing, 
the ratio of T-helper cells to T-suppressor cells, 
and lymphocyte subset counts is encouraging.’’ 

They add a note of caution however to their 
preliminary test-tube findings, ‘‘...the 
physiological relevance of these impaired in-vitro 
responses to the clinical manifestation of the syn- 
drome has yet to be established. Other 
variables...may interfere with the ablity of rIL-2 
to reconstitute deficient immune responses “‘in 
vivo”’ [‘‘in the living body’’]. 

‘‘Nevertheless, the same recombinant human 
IL-2 studied here enhanced in-vivo responses in 
rats and on the basis of these results and our fin- 
dings clinical trials with rIL-2 seem warranted in 
patients with AIDS.” And, indeed, researcher and 
physician Dr. Paul Volberding of San Francisco 
General Hospital has just recently begun clinical 
trials administering interleuken-2 to anumber of 
his patients diagnosed with AIDS. Volberding also 
continues in his work with interferon, which had 
been hailed by many as a potential ‘‘miracle drug”’ 
in the treatment of AIDS. While results are less 
than miraculous, the drug appears to be helpful 
to many of the AIDS patients participating in that 
clinical trial. With the perspective coming from 
the efficacy of interferon, there appears to be more 
cautious, but still optimistic, expectations for 
interleukin-2. 


New York Researchers Find Gamma 
Interferon a Promising AIDS Therapy 


R cecatcners from New York City medical 
centers have contributed further under- 
standing to the role of a specific molecule— 
gamma interferon, a substance produced by the 
body—in the regulation of the normally- 
functioning immune system. Dr. H.W. Murray, et 
al., report in the April Sth issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine that their initial 
laboratory findings provide ‘‘a rationale for using 
gamma interferon as immunotherapy”’ for patients 
with AIDS. 


Previous studies have demonstrated that AIDS 
patients have a depleted supply of the white blood 
cells—called ‘‘T-lymphocytes’’—that are needed 
to fight infections. The recent news reports about 
the isolation of an AIDS agent—either HTLV-3 or 
LAV—suggest that the virus attacks these T- 
lymphocytes and prevents them from playing 
their crucial role in helping to fend off oppor- 
tunistic infections. 

Researchers now know that lymphocytes con- 
tain gamma interferon, a substance that stimulates 
much of the self-protective action of the immune 
system. Confronted by severe life-threatening in- 
fections, the T-lymphocytes apparently are unable 
to produce enough gamma interferon to fend off 
the dangerous infections. The New York resedr- 
chers studied T-lymphocytes taken from 16 AIDS 
patients in order to determine their ability to 
secrete gamma interferon and ‘‘lymphokines’’ ( 
a substance secreted when the T-cells confront 
foreign infectious microorganisms). The resear- 
chers found that 15 of the 16 patients ‘‘completely 
failed to secrete gamma interferon’’ and none of 
them excreted lymphokines. However, the func- 
tion of other white blood cells called 
‘‘macrophages’’ remained normal in all of the 16 
patients. In vitro (‘‘test-tube’’) analyses further 
showed an encouraging response of the 
macrophages to normal lymphokines and gamma 
interferon. 

Ultimately, a cure for AIDS will have to address 
and rectify the underlying deficiency of the im- 
mune system. These studies from New York sug- 
gest that gamma interferon may play a primary 
role in correcting this deficiency. The research in- 
creases the possibility that if gamma interferon can 
enhance the anti-infectious activity of these white 
blood cells, the macrophages, in-vitro, then these 
and other cells may also respond well in vivo (in 
the living body) to injections of gamma interferon. 


Intravenous Acyclovir Clears Patient’s 
Lymphadenopathy and Herpes Simplex 


Prvsicians in Miami reported in a letter to 
Lancet (April 4, 1984) that their use of the 
drug ‘‘acyclovir’’ to treat a patient with lym- 
phadenopathy (swollen lymph glands) and herpes 
simplex resulted in the rapid clearance of both 
conditions. 

Lymphadenopathy is a condition affecting a 
great many gay men. In some patients, generalis- 
ed lymphadenopathy may be a prodromal, or in- 
itial form, of AIDS. Dr. Don Abrams, co-director 
of the outpatient AIDS clinic at San Francisco 
General Hospital, has found that five of his 200 
lymphadenopathy patients have gone on to 
develop AIDS. A larger percentage, 15-20%, has 
resulted from studies conducted in New York. 

Lionel Resnick, M.D., et. al. from Mt. Sinai 
Medical Center in Miami described the condition 
of the patient in their letter to Lancet. ‘‘The pa- 
tient was a 32-year-old homosexual man, admit- 
ted with a,three-month history of fever, severe 
weakness, generalised malaise, multiple swollen 
glands, and a 9 kg. [approx. 20 lbs] weight loss. 
He admitted to frequent sex with multiple part- 
ners. He also engaged in intravenous self- 
administration of drugs. Apart from episodes of 
syphillis, he had no history of recurrent infections. 
He was a very emaciated, ill-appearing man.”’ 

The Miami patient also had a herpes simplex 
virus (HSV) infection. He was treated with in- 
travenous acyclovir, and in the words of the physi- 
cians, ‘‘surprisingly, his generalized adenopathy 
and constitutional symptoms cleared rapidly.” 
This result followed the administration of 
acyclovir ‘‘at a dose of 20 mg/kg. three times a day 
for 8 days. After 4 days of therapy, the patient’s 
condition began to improve. By two weeks after 
acyclovir was discontinued, his lym- 
phadenopathy had completely regressed and his 
constitutional symptoms had disappeared.”’ 

The researchers conclude that ‘‘even though 
most patients with lymphadenopathy do not go 
on to acquire the full-blown picture of AIDS, the 
syndrome may persist for many months, causing 
debilitation and concern to the patient. There are 
no treatment recommendations for this pro- 
drome.” And a final hopeful note, ‘‘Acyclovir may 
halt progression to AIDS in susceptible patients.’’ 


Note: Other recent studies report that effective * 


treatment of the herpes simplex virus can be ob- 
tained by administration of oral acyclovir. 


Danish Researcher Reports 
Regression of KS with Dapsone 


R ccommences treatments for Kaposi's 
sarcoma (KS) include radiotherapy and 
‘cytostatic agents’ (drugs that prevent the growth 
and proliferation of cells). However, Dr. Asmus 
Poulsen et al. at the Finsen Institute in 
Copenhagen, Denmark have reportedly treated 
with success a case of KS with the drug Dapsone. 
Ina letter to Lancet (March 10, 1984), the Danes 
explain their treatment of a 38-year-old homosex- 
ual man who was diagnosed with AIDS in October 
of 1983. The primary manifestation of AIDS was 
two KS lesions that had appeared on his right hip 
in July of 1983. Enlarged lymph nodes soon ap-

Breakthrough Reports 


ING ofa breakthrough in AIDS research 
became more prevalent in early April. 
The New York Native reported in its April 9th 
issue that Dr. James Mason, director of the 
CDC, met with the publisher and medical 
editor of the paper on March 28th. During 
that meeting Mason is reported to have said 
that ‘‘work in progress at CDC on the French 
retrovirus, LAV, looked very exciting and 
within weeks he hoped to be able to make 
announcments that LAV had been associated 
with AIDS as a causative agent.’’ Mason is fur- 
ther reported to have said that the CDC 
decided ‘‘to go after the gold”’ with LAV. 

There followed two weeks of rumors 
about a breakthrough discovery. When con- 
tacted by this reporter on April 12th, the 
Public Affairs Officer at CDC, Mr. Donald 
Bereth, who was also at the meeting with the 
Native, said ‘“‘There is no upcoming an- 
nouncement; we're still looking for the cause 
of AIDS.”’ However, on the next day, April 
14th, representatives of the weekly British 
science newsmagazine, The New Scientist, 
confirmed that a report of Gallo’s discovery 
of the new isolate, HTLV-3, would be an- 
nounced in London as the cause of AIDS. The 
New Scientist was due to be out on April 
19th, but other reports hit the media 
newswires on the “ié6th. The reports were 
similar to the one that appeared in the San 
Francisco Chronicle on April 17th. It contain- 
ed a full discussion of the rumors surroun- 
ding the new ‘‘secret’’ discovery. The official 
news report, sanctioned by Gallo, was releas- 
ed in London on the 19th. 

The story got confused when on April 21st 
Dr. Mason of the CDC announced in 
Washington that he believed the virus 
discovered in France, LAV, was the cause of 
AIDS. Mason said he was speaking out 
because: ‘of the urgency of the AIDS 


epidemic. Two days later Mason's boss, 


Margaret Heckler, Secretary of Health and 
Human Services, stated in her own news 
conference that American researchers had in- 
dependently isolated the AIDS causative 
virus, HTLV-3, as well as a process to mass- 
produce it. 

All the rumors, reports, and news con- 
ferences of the preceding three weeks led a 
number of observers to conclude that

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peared as well. Apart from primary syphillis, the 
patient had no history of recurrent infectious 
diseases. 

From the beginning of November 1983 the pa- 
tient was treated exclusively with dapsone at 100 
mg. daily. Dapsone is an antibacterial drug 
primarily used as the drug of choice for treatment 
of all forms of leprosy and of some severe chronic 
inflammations of the skin. The researchers 
reported that ‘‘after 6 weeks the two KS lesions 
had regressed and turned into brownish scars. 
Neither cytostatic drugs nor radiotherapy were 
given.’’ In December the whole of the previous- 
ly examined KS lesion was excised for further ex- 
amination There were no cell tissue features of KS 
found. 

Side effects of the adminstration of dapsone ap- 
peared slight. ‘‘Except for tiredness and slight loss 
of weight, the patient had no symptoms during the 
observation period. X-ray examination of the 
chest was normal as well as blood lymphocyte 
counts and immunoglobulin [proteins that act as 
antibodies] levels. The lymph nodes remained 
unchanged.” 

As in all the instances of these initial encourag- 
ing findings from different drug treatments, 
preliminary research is not adequate enough to 
suggest that other researchers (or their patients) 
will obtain the same results. The Danish physi- 
cians conclude their letter with this qualification, 
“It is tempting t6 relate the tumor regression in 
this case to the treatment of dapsone. However, 
further studies are needed before dapsone can be 
recommended for the treatment of KS in patients 
with AIDS.”’ 


political motivation within the health 
bureaucracy had gotten the upper hand over 
medical fact. 

There very definitely remain some 
unknowns about the candidate retroviruses. 
They are all variants in the same family of 
retroviruses; they may even be identical 
isolates that have been given different names. 
Last winter at an international AIDS research 
conference held in Park City, Utah, Dr. Gallo 
was reported to have suggested to the French 
researchers that they rename their virus 
“HTLV-3,’’ the name Gallo had already 
chosen for his discovery. 

Several -fesearchers: «question the 
significance of the recently announced 
studies. Dr. Donald Francis, the coordinator 
of laboratory work for the CDC Aids Activi- 
ty Unit, offered his evaluation to this 
reporter, “One research paper alonée— 
whether from Paris, the NIH, or the CDC— 
isn’t going to make it. There’s going to be a 
lot more discussion and further study.”’ 

Ten days after the first reports appeared in 
the media, the New’ York Times, in its lead 
editorial on April 26th, bluntly observed, 
“The commotion indicates a fierce—and 
premature—fight for credit between scien- 
tists and bureaucratic sponsors of research. 
Certainly no one deserves the Nobel Peace 
Prize.’’ The editorial continued ‘‘what you 
are hearing is not yet a public benefit but a 
private competition—for fame, prizes, new 
research funds.’ The Times predicts that 
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What they find when they contact the 
Center is a wide array of services. There’s the 
usual Opportunity to be matched with a 
counselor, in a program almost identical to 
that run by Shanti: Prospective counselors go 
through an extensive training program and, 
if they qualify, are soon matched with clients. 
Landau and Ann Strack sueprvise the train- 
ing. As with Shanti, the counselors must meet 
in weekly support groups of six to eight 
members; currently there are enough 
counselors to fill three groups. There's also 
a substance-abuse task force responsible for 
doing in-service education as well as 
developing resources on AIDS and substance 
abuse. Landau guesses that from 30 to 50 per- 
cent of the clients have been substance 
abusers. 

A client advocacy program coordinated by 
Audrey Martin assists PWAs to obtain social 
services, in-home support, and, if necessary, 
home nursing. Martin also coordinates a 
residency program that helps locate sym- 
pathetic roommates and landlords for clients 
who need housing. To date every client 
needing housing has been placed in this 
fashion; there has been no need for a 
residence similar to those maintained by 
Shanti. ‘‘But it’s not going to stay that way,” 
warns Landau. ‘‘We need to develop a list of 
people who would be willing to take PWAs 
into their homes. We need to find low-cost 


-housing that’s hospital-accessible. And we 


need the county to underwrite it.”’ 
Alameda County has as yet spent very lit- 
tle money for either PW As themselves or for 
canapaeh ean to Landau. It is his hope 
that a plaM for organizing needed services 
related to AIDS will be developed soon. The 
Pacific Center is currently working on such 
a plan with EBARO (East Bay AIDS Resource 
Organization) and some San Francisco 
organizations. ‘The problem we've been 
facing is that becauase we're so close to San 
Francisco, people think San Francisco can 
take care of it,” says Landau. “‘but the in- 
cidence of AIDS cases has doubled in the last 
three months, and the East Bay doesn’t have 
anywhere near the community resources or 
public funding that’s available in S.F.”’ 
Nonetheless, the Pacific Center isn’t 
wasting time waiting. Ongoing support 
groups modeled after Shanti’s meet regular- 
ly, for PWAs, their loved ones, and both 
men’s and women’s worried well. They also 
have an education program run by John 
David Dupree that provides speakers for 
agencies that need to be sensitized to pro- 
blems that some people have dealing with 
AIDS. They have spoken at Kaiser Hospital, 


“the French will claim prime credit for find- 
ing the virus while the American team will get 
credit for doing the substantial extra work 
needed to develop diagnostic tests.” 

As for the real significance of the 
HTLV/LAV discoveries, the Times disagrees 
with Secretary Heckler’s suggestion that the 
discoveries were “‘the triumph of science 
over a dread disease.”’ In the Times opinion 
the discovery “‘is only the nomination of a 
prime suspect.” 

In this context, the discovery of a ‘prime 
suspect’ offers hope for an eventual 
diagnostic test, prevention, and the cure for 
AIDS without leading anyone to believe that 
the battle for research or prevention has been 
won or will be won very soon. 

If the end of this epidemic appears nearer 
than before, several researchers and physi- 
cians have voiced words of caution. Dr. Dan 
Williams, New York physician and AIDS 
specialist, warned, ‘“‘Preventing AIDS is 
much more important than researching its 
etiology [cause].”’ 

Bob Cecchi, aman with AIDS who is very 
active with AIDS efforts in New York City, 


reflected on national network news, ‘‘This

is an exciting discovery for the researchers. 
The challenge remains the same as it has been 
for some time now: to recognize the 
seriousness of AIDS, to prevent its transmis- 
sion based on current understanding, and to 
provide support and understanding for those 
already diagnosed. 


various nursing services, and county clinics, 
hoping to debunk various myths that 
uneducated yet caring people still believe 
about the disease. ‘“‘And they'll go anywhere 
they're asked.”’ Landau adds. 

If you live in the East Bay and have been 
diagnosed with AIDS, have a person close to 
you who has been diagnosed, or want to 
volunteer, you can call the Pacific Center 
(841-6224) at any ume. Several members of 
the Center's staff are fluent in both Spanish 
and English. The switchboard, under the 
supervision of Vic Fascio, handles intake of 
all new clients and volunteers, as well as all 
referrals from the Northern California AIDS 
Hotline (800-FOR-AIDS).

violent attack, have the highest rates, with 
some studies of street prostitutes revealing 
a rate of about 20 percent. And the women 
who work in the regulated brothels in 
Nevada, where they have the time and 
knowledge to examine their clients and use 
condoms, rarely get VD. 

I doubt that banning sex in the baths will 
reduce the spread of VD or AIDS. I suspect 
that after the baths opened, there was less sex 
in public restrooms, parks, and alleys, as men 
who wanted anonymous and/or multiple- 
partnered sex could get it without the risk of 
arrest and violence that comes with more 
public sexual behavior. In the baths, once the 
dimensions of the AIDS epidemic becamae 
clear, efforts were made to educate the 
patrons about safer sexual activities, in- 
cluding the use of condoms. And the rate of 
rectal gonorrhea in San Francisco dropped 
to less than half. Clearly, there is still too 
much VD transmission to breathe a full sigh 
of relief. Clearly, there is a need for more 
vigorous education—in the baths and out— 
and perhaps the need exists for changes in- 
side the baths, along the lines that have been 
suggested by many men in our community. 

Banning sex just will not make it go away. 
Sex will become more furtive, and the VD 
rate will probably increase, followed, 
perhaps, by an increase in AIDS. What then? 
Will the Department of Public Health decide 
to quarantine those likely to transmit AIDS? 
Who will they try to single out? 

Hopefully, the news that several research 
centers have isolated what may be a single 
virus in patients with AIDS will be follow- 
ed, in the not-too-distant future by news that 
a vaccine has been developed. Hopefully, 
too, the use of prophylactic measures will 
continue, and the rate of VD among gay men 
will continue to decline. In the meantime, 
banning sex in the baths is as stupid as 
outlawing prostitution, and will be just about 
as effective.
